WEDNESDAY,  January  14,  1885. 

.  The  thirty-seventh  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  state 
of  Wisconsin  began  at  Madison,  the  capital  of  said  state, 
the  second  Wednesday,  being  on  the  14th  day  of  January, 
1885. 

Pursuant  to  law,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  of  said  day,  the  senate 
was  called  to  order  by  Hon.  Sam.  S.  Fifield,  lieutenant- 
governor.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  annual  mes- 
sage for  1885  in  writing,

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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature: 

You  assemble  after  the  lapse  of  a  longer  period  than  any 
which  ever  before  separated  legislative  sessions  in  Wiscon- 
sin, and  it  is  fitting  that  we  first  reverently  and  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  olessings  which  under  Providence  have 
come,  in  rich  abundance,  to  us  as  a  commonwealth  and  as 
a  people. 

During  the  two  years  just  gone  we  have  happily  been 
spared  the  presence  of  pestilence,  famine  or  other  cause  of 
general  distress.  The  commercial  depression  prevalent  in 
tne  country  at  large  has  touched  us  more  lightly  than  many 
other  states.  Peace  has  dwelt  continually  within  our  bor- 
ders. The  spirit  of  obedience  to  law  has  abided  with  our 
people.  Justice  has  been  promptly  and  faithfully  adminis- 
tered. Education,  the  life  of  our  governmental  system,  has 
gone  forward  with  vigorous  step.  And  all  in  all  we  have 
abundant  cause  for  contentment  and  gratitude. 

FINANCES. 

The  state  finances  are  in  a  good  condition,  and  the  trust 
funds,  kept  constantly  invested  as  far  as  i)ossible  in  interest- 
bearing  securities,  produce  a  satisfactory  income. 

The  general  fund  account,  as  reported  by  the  secretary  of 
state,  furnishes  a  complete  statement  of  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  state  government  for  the  past  two  years,  includ- 
ing interest  paid  upon  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the 
several  trust  funds. 

Of  the  general  fund  there  was  on  hand  on  the  30th  day  of 
September,  1882,  $364,220.68.  The  receipts  of  the  fund  for 
the  biennial  term  have  been  $2,907,204.04:,  the  disbursements 
therefrom  $2,332,857.57,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  September 
30, 1884,  of  $938,567.15. 

By  separate  years,  and  by  comparison  with  the  year  end- 
ing September  30, 1882,  the  disbursements  were  as  follows: 
For  the  year  ending  September  30, 1883,  $1,296,472.40,  being 
$109,664.86  more  than  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 1882. 
This  increase  is  explained  by  the  facts  that  the  capitol  ex- 
tension expenditure  for  1883  was  $87,274.23  more  than  in 
1882;  the  legislative  expenses  $20,004.60  more  than  in  1882, 
and  the  expense  of  publishing  the  geological  survey,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  more  by  $26,282.02  than  in  1882. 

For  the  year  ending  September  30, 1884,  the  disbursements 
from  the  general  fund  were  $1,036,385.17,  being  $150,422.37 
less  than  for  the  year  1882.  The  gjreater  part  of  this  reduc- 
tion arises  from  the  fact  that,  while  in  1882  the  legislative 
expenses  and  cost  of  publishing  the  laws  were  $124,486.28, 
the  biennial  system  obviated  the  necessity  of  any  expendi- 
ture for  either  purpose  in  1884.  ^ 
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The  expenses  incident  to  the  care  of  the  capitol  building 
have  increased  somewhat  during  the  past  year,  because  of  the 
many  repairs  which  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  delay,  and 
of  the  purchase  of  furniture  required  for  the  new  extensions. 

The  expenditures  thus  made  to  January  1, 1885,  are:  For 
the  rebuilding  of  the  west  steps  and  portico,  which  I  found 
to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition,  the  sum  of  $2,493.03;  for 
building  and  repairing  the  walks  and  driveways  around  the 
new  wings  and  in  the  park,  the  sum  of  $4,796.80;  for  chang- 
ing the  old  supreme  court  and  library  rooms  into  committee 
rooms,  and  making  a  connecting  corridor,  the  sum  of  $2,091.- 
12;  for  furniture  lor  the  new  wings,  $4,719.91;  for  carpets 
for  the  new  wings,  $2,764.17,  and  for  gas  fixtures,  and  fitting 
same  in  the  new  wings,  the  sum  of  $1,356.42.  I  have  also 
caused  to  be  placed  in  the  boiler  room,  at  a  cost  of  $2,200,  two 
new  boilers  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  additional  heat 
required  for  the  extensions. 

The  expenditures  from  the  governor's  contingent  fund  to 
January  1, 1885,  were  $1,747.45,  and  the  balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  fund  was  $2,087.82.  In  view  of  the  many  possible  ur- 
gent demands  upon  this  fund,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
usual  appropriation  be  increased. 

TRUST  FUNDS. 

There  was  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund  in  the  treasury 
on  September  30, 1884,  $18,492.67,  and  the  productive  school 
fund  on  that  day  amounted  to  $2,913,612.16,  and  the  school 
fund  income  for  the  biennial  term  was  $398,973.62. 

The  university  fund  has  received  during  the  two  years 
$21,085.68;  had  on  hand  September  30,  1882,  $2,966.39,  and 
has  paid  out  for  bonds  and  loans  $24,933.38.  The  total 
amount  of  the  university  fund  producing  an  income  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  1884,  was  $228,909.30.  The  receipts  of  the  uni- 
versity fund  income  for  the  two  fiscal  years  were  $152,058,  of 
which  $850  was  interest  on  the  Johnson  endowment,  $20,- 
332.20  were  received  from  the  university,  $27,801.77  from  in- 
terest on  the  university  fund,  and  $103,075  from  the  tax 
levied  under  the  statute. 

The  agricultural  college  fund  receipts  for  the  two  years 
were  $30,628,65;  balance  on  hand  September  30, 1882,  $5,304.47. 
The  disbursements  $35,866.48;  leaving  a  balance  September 
30,  1884,  of  $66.64.  The  productive  agricultural  college 
fund,  now  drawing  interest,  is  $286,965.22,  and  the  income 
of  the  fund  for  the  biennial  term  was  $34,947.54. 

The  normal  school  fund  has  received  during  the  two 
years  $258,813-53.  There  was  on  hand  September  30, 1882, 
$17,969,62.  There  has  been  disbursed  during  the  same  time 
$262,331.77,  and  there  remained  on  hand  September  30, 1884, 
$14,451,38.  The  total  amount  of  normal  school  fund  now 
drawing  interest  is  $1,290,572.36,  and  the  income  for  the 
period,  including  interest,  tuition  fees,  etc.,  was  $176,223.96,< 
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all  of  which  was  transferred  to  the  regents  of  the  normal 
Schools. 

There  was  to  the  credit  of  the  drainage  fund  September 
30, 1882,  $48,808.29,  and  it  has  received  daring  the  two  years 
$131,575.46.  There  was  on  hand  September  30,  1884,  $48,- 
619.82,  and  $131,763.93  has  been  appropriated  to  counties  and 
disbursed  under  the  laws. 

Of  the  St.  Croix  and  Lake  Superior  Railroad  trespass  fund 
there  remained  on  hand  September  30, 1884,  $36,092.79,  and 
as  the  companies  have  completed  their  roads  and  they  are 
now  protecting  their  own  lands,  and  but  few  lands  remain 
unpatented,  this  fund  can  now  be  adjusted  between  the 
state  and  the  companies,  and  the  amounts  due  them  paid 
over  and  the  fund  closed  up. 

ESTIMATES  OF  EXPENDITURES  AND  REVENUES. 

The  secretary  of  state  estimates  that  the  revenues  re- 
ceived under  the  general  laws  will  be  sufficient  to  defray 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  state  for  the  years  1886  and 
1887.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  was  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $938,567.15.  Owing  to  this  large  surplus,  the  secre- 
tary of  state  did  not  include  the  item  of  $240,000  of  state  tax, 
which  was  authorized  by  the  last  legislature,  in  the  tax  levy 
of  1884,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  no  additional  tax  will  be 
necessary  for  1886  and  1887.  This  is  the  first  time  in  its  his- 
tory the  state  has  reached  this  desirable  condition. 

STATE  DEBT. 

The  account  between  the  state  and  the  general  govern- 
ment for  direct  war  tax,  as  stated  by  the  first  comptroller  of 
the  treasury,  shows  that  the  state  is  yet  indebted  to  the  gen- 
eral government  to  the  amount  of  $51,145.56.  The  account- 
ing officers  of  the  government  have,  from  time  to  time, 
credited  to  the  state,  upon  the  direct  war  tax,  certain  sums 
which  should  have  come  to  the  state  as  trustee,  and  have 
been  passed  to  the  school  and  swamp  land  funds.  Thus  it 
has  come  about  that  the  state  has  paid  a  portion  of  its  direct 
war  tax  out  of  these  trust  funds.  As  I  think  these  funds, 
especially  the  school  fund,  should  be  carefully  and  jealously 
maintained,  I  believe  provision  should  be  made  for  reimburs- 
ing them  the  amounts  so  credited. 

There  is  a  bill  now  pending  in  both  houses  of  congress  pro- 
viding that  the  entire  direct  war  tax  be  refunded  to  the 
several  states,  by  repaying  such  as  have  paid,  and  by  credit- 
ing such  as  have  not  paid.  The  passage  of  this  bill  would 
entitle  Wisconsin  to  receive  back  the  sum  of  $429,196.68,  and 
have  credit  for  the  $51,145.56  unpaid.  I  sugg^est  that  the 
legislature  memorialize  congress  to  pass  this  bill. 

CHARITABLE  AND  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  charitable,  ref ormatorjr  and  penal  institutions  of  the  ^ 
state  are,  by  the  law  as  it  nowis,  under  the  control  of  the  st^tp  ^ 
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board  of  supervision,  whose  report  will  be  laid  before  you. 
Of  the  whole  amount  appropriated  for  these  ^institutions  for 
the  years  1883  and  1884  there  remained  unexpended  on  the 
30th  day  of  September,  1884,  $125,891.50,  and  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  1885,  there  remained  $56,474.10. 

The  total  number  of  persons  cared  for  in  the  six  state  in- 
stitutions under  the  charge  of  this  board  was  3,721,  and  the 
daily  average  was  2,016;  the  total  cost  to  the  state  for  cur- 
rent expenses  to  September  30, 1884,  was  $651,691,  and  to  the 
Ist  day  of  January,  1885,  was  $721,108.40. 

The  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  has  had  an  average  of 
476  patients  under  treatment  for  1883,  and  an  average  of  510 
for  the  year  1884,  and  cost  $96,545.70  for  the  year  18«3,  and 
$91,722.22  for  the  year  1884;  a  weekly  cost  per  capita  for  1883 
of  $3.90,  and  for  1884  of  $3.46.  The  cost  of  subsistence,  in- 
cluding farm  products,  for  the  year  1883,  was  $36,927.15,  and 
for  the  year  1884  was  $57,666.71.  The  board  estimates  the 
expenses  of  this  hospital  for  the  years  1885  and  1886  to  be 
$104,000  each  year,  and  estimates  that  there  will  be  paid  by 
counties  for  the  term,  $82,351.12;  there  remains  of  the  last 
appropriation  unexpended,  $32,000,  and  this  leaves  to  be  ap- 
propriated by  the  legislature  for  current  expenses  for  the 
two  years,  $94,000.  They  also  ask  for  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  for  the  improvement  of  tne  water  supply, 
which  is  now  in  tanks  in  the  top  of  the  building,  and  vmich 
is  not  safe  and  not  so  available  m  case  of  fire. 

The  Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane  had  an  average  of 
567  patients  during  1883,  and  613  during  1884,  and  the  current 
expenses  for  1883  were  $114,735.48,  and  for  1884  wers  $117,- 
110.52,  a  weekly  cost  per  capita  for  1883  of  $3.8d,  and  for  1884, 
$3.67.  The  cost  of  subsistence  proper  including  products  of 
the  farm,  in  1883  was  $36,927.15,  and  in  1884  was  $51,441.02. 
The  board  estimates  that  the  expenses  of  this  institution  will 
be  $248,000  for  the  years  1885  and  1886;  that  there  will  be 

{>aid  in  by  counties  $104,578.34;  leaving  to  be  supplied  by  the 
egislature  for  current  expenses  $143,000.  By  a  fire  on  No- 
vember 15, 1884,  destroying  the  interior  of  the  building  con- 
taining boiler,  pump,  engine,  laundry,  drying  and  ironing 
rooms,  this  institution  sustained  an  estimated  loss  of  $10,950, 
and  to  make  the  repairs  necessary  by  reason  of  this  fire  the 
board  have  been  permitted  to  incur  an  indebtedness  in  ex- 
cess of  their  appropriation  to  the  amount  of  $6,500,  and  for 
the  payment  or  this  sum  an  appropriation  should  be  made. 
The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  has  had  an 
average  of  57  pupils  for  1883,  at  an  expense  of  $16,670.48  ; 
and  an  average  of  63  for  1884,  at  an  expense  of  $17,525.32  ; 
and  the  board  estimates  the  expenses  for  1885  and  1886  at 
$36,300.00;  and  with  a  surplus  of  $2,500  from  the  last  appro- 
priation, asks  that  there  be  appropriated  for  that  period 
$33,500.  The  per  capita  cost  is  $5.61  per  week  for  1883,  and 
$5.34  for  188^.    This  is  necessarily  much  larger  in  this  insti-^ 
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tution  than  in  the  others  because  of  the  small  number  of 
the  small  number  of  pupils,  the  expense  of  instruction  in 
music,  and  because  the  pupils  are  less  helpful  by  reason  of 
their  misfortune. 

The  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
had  an  average  of  188  pupils  in  1883,  and  205  in  1884,  and  at 
an  expense  of  $35,666.30  for  1883,  and  $38,536.37  for  1884. 
The  per  capita  cost  was  $3.65  a  week  for  1883,  and  $3.61  for 
1884.  The  expenses  for  1885  and  1886  are  estimated  at 
$84,000 ;  the  probable  receipts  from  sales  at  $1,500,  and  a  sur- 

!)lus  at  the  end  of  the  present  appropriation  year  of  $1,250, 
eaving  a  balance  to  be  supplied  by  appropriation  of  $81,250. 
The  board  asks  for  a  special  appropriation  of  $1,000  to  pur- 
chase real  estate  so  they  can  control  the  outlet  of  the  sewer, 
and  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  boiler  house 
detached  entirely  from  the  other  buildings,  and  which 
would  seem  prudent  for  the  safety  of  the  inmates  and  the 
care  of  the  buildings. 

I  am  constrained  in  this  connection  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  legislature  to  the  advisability  of  providing  for  the 
deaf-mutes  of  the  state  some  other  means  of  education. 
There  were  in  Wisconsin,  according  to  the  census  in  1880, 
1,079  deaf-mutes,  of  whom  600  were  of  school  age,  between  6 
and  20,  and  less  than  one-third  of  these  were  receiving  in- 
struction. This  fact  shows  that  a  large  number  of  deaf 
children  in  this  state  are  plowing  up  in  ignorance,  and  that 
the  provision  made  for  the  education  of  deaf-mutes  is  yet 
inadequate.  The  policy  of  the  state  and  the  spirit  of  our 
people  demand  for  this  evil  a  correction.  In  localities  where 
the  number  of  such  unfortunates  is  sufficient  to  justify  it, 
day  schools  and  the  employment  of  teachers  for  the  special 

furpose  of  teaching  them  to  converse  with  hearing  people, 
am  led  to  believe,  would  meet  the  want,  and  afford  them 
preparation  to  enter  the  common  schools  and  receive  the 
same  education  as  other  children.  I  commend  this  subject 
to  your  attention,  as  one  well  worthy  of  your  careful  study 
and  consideration. 

The  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Waukesha  has  had  an 
average  yearly  attendance  of  291  for  1883  and  300  for  1884; 
and  the  current  expenses  for  1883  were  $42,038.73,  and  for 
1884  were  $42,229.74.  The  per  capita  cost  for  1883  was  $2.78 
per  week  and  for  1884,  $2.71.  The  board  estimate  that  they 
will  require  for  1885  and  1886,  for  current  expenses  and  pur- 
chase of  material  for  shops,  $186,200;  that  there  will  be 
received  from  counties  the  sum  of  $17,168.02;  and  from  the 
sale  of  products  $90,000,  leaving  to  be  supplied  by  appropria- 
tion for  the  term,  $80,000. 

The  State  Prison  at  Waupun  had  an  average  of  363  prison- 
ers during  the  year  1883,  and  an  average  of  398  during  the 
year  1884.  The  current  expenses  of  the  Prison  for  1883  were 
$50,031.29  for  1884  were  $53,949.52;  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
convict  labor  for  1883  were  $38,573.53;  and  for  1884  were  $44,- 
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648.62.  The  cost  per  capita  for  1883  was  $2.65  per  week,  and 
for  1884,  $2.61.  Tne  current  expenses  of  the  prison  for  1885 
and  1886  are  estimated  at  $118,000:  and  the  probable  receipts 
from  convict  labor  at  $94,000;  and  a  probable  surplus  of  the 
last  api)ropriation  of  $4,500,  leaving  to  be  proviaed  by  ap- 
propriation the  sum  of  $19,500. 

COUNTY   ASYLUMS. 

There  are  now  organized,  under  the  laws,  eleven  county 
institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  as  follows:  In  the 
counties  of  Brown,  Columbia,  Dane,  Dodge,  Grant,  Green, 
JeflFerson,  Rock,  Sheboygan,  Walworth  and  Winnebago.  In 
addition  to  these,  the  county  of  Manitowoc  has  a  building 
nearly  ready  to  be  occupied.  These  institutions,  to  a  great 
extent,  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  charities 
and  reform,  and  are  reported  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition.  There  were  cared  for  in  these  eleven  institutions, 
at  the  close  of  November,  1884,  635  patients  —  all  chronic 
insane  —  and  the  reported  average  cost  of  maintaining  these 
is  $1.82  per  .capita  per  week.  When  the  building  in  Manito- 
woc county  is  completed,  the  twelve  will  have  accommoda- 
tions for  830  patients.  There  are  but  few  insane  persons 
cared  for  in  tne  county  jails  and  poorhouses,  and  none  of 
them  treated  badly;  those  not  having  proper  care  and  treat- 
ment have  been  transferred  to  the  state  or  county  asylums,, 
by  direction  of  the  board.  The  management  of  these  county 
institutions  has  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  past  year, 
and  as  long  as  care  is  taken  that  they  do  not  drift  into  the 
contract  system  of  poorhouse  management,  they  will  no 
doubt  continue  to  work  a  beneficent  purpose  in  the  care  of 
the  chronic  insane. 

The  Milwaukee  county  asylum,  treating  both  acute  and  . 
chronic  cases,  and  which  is  maintained  at  the  joint  expense 
of  the  state  and  county,  had  an  average  of  308  patients  un- 
der daily  treatment  during  the  i)ast  two  years,  and  the 
work  has  been  conducted  very  successfully.  The  state  pays 
to  the  county  the  sum  of  $2.75  per  weet  for  each  patient 
maintained;  which  cost  the  state  $39,929.21  for  the  year  1883, 
and  $41,747.35  for  the  year  1884.  The  total  current  cost  of 
maintenance,  including  replacements  and  repairs  of  pro* 
perty,  was  $62,147.86  for  the  year  ending  September  30,1884; 
an  average  per  capita  cost  of  $3.89  for  the  year  1883,  and 
$3.86  for  the  year  1884. 

The  Wisconsin  industrial  school  for  girls,  now  established 
and  successful,  had,  on  September  30, 1884,  an  attendance  of 
165  pupils.  The  management  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of 
ladies,  who,  in  their  labor  of  love,  are  zealous  and  efficient. 
The  institution  gives  promise  of  great  usefulness. 

INSUBANCE 

The  revenue  derived  by  the  state  through  taxes  and  fees 
imposed  by  the  law  upon  insurance  companies^ was  $57,362.13 
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for  the  year  1883,  and  $64,904.75  for  the  year  1884.  The  laws 
relating  to  insurance  seem  to  work  great  good  in  protecting 
the  people  of  the  state  from  the  transactions  of  fraudulent 
and  insolvent  companies,  and  tends  to  add  to  the  business 
of  the  solvent  companies  that]can  not  afford  to  do  business  at  a 
losing  rate.  The  administration  of  the  department  has 
been  eflBcient  and  you  will  find  valuable  information  in  the 
report  of  the  commissioner. 

RAILROADS. 

The  total  miles  of  railroad  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  on 
the  3lst  day  of  December,  1884,  were  4,204.54;  an  increase  of 
370.8  miles  since  December  31,  1882.  The  earnings  for  the 
year  ending  June  30, 1883,  were  $19,706,858.10,  an  average  of 
$5,344.20  per  mile  of  operated  road;  the  operating  expenses 
and  taxes  were  $12,513,745.92,  an  average  of  $3,393,74;  and 
the  net  earnings  for  the  year  were  $7,193,112.18,  or  an  aver- 
age of  $1,950.46  per  mile.  The  earnings  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1884,  were  $20,411,573.96;  expenses  and  taxes,  $12,- 
689,996.49;  earnings  per  mile,  $5,131.91;  expenses  per  mile, 
$3,190.54;  net  earnings,  $7,721,577.47,  and  net  earnings  per 
mile,  $1,941.37. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  in  the  year  1883  was 
3,807,675,  being  an  equivalent  of  169,991,697  passengers  carried 
one  milQ.  In  the  year  1884  there  were  4,473,480  passengers 
carried,  or  an  equivalent  of  199,919,011  passengers  carried 
one  mile;  being  an  average  of  46.69  miles  traveled  by  each 

?assenger,  and  at  an  average  cost  of  2.69  cents  per  mile, 
he  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  in  the  state  in  1883 
was  4,462,367,  equal  to  758,355i,663  tons  carried  one  mile;  in 
the  year  1884  the  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  was 
4,670,201,  an  equal  of  949,567,585  tons  carried  one  mile,  and 
at  an  average  cost  of  1.44  cents  per  ton  per  mile.  This  is 
less  than  it  nas  ever  been  in  this  state,  and  it  is  a  most  grat- 
ifying exhibit  to  the  producer  and  shipper  and  creditable  to 
the  carriers.  The  number  of  persons  employed  by  the  rail- 
road companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  was  15,423, 
and  the  total  sum  paid  these  employes  was  $8,834,358.63: 
being  an  average  of  $572.80  each  per  annum.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  there  is  a  large  army  of  persons  employed,  and 
a  large  sum  of  money  distributed  in  the  state  by  this  one 
active  and  useful  industry  of  our  commonwealth.  The 
revenue  paid  to  the  state  for  licenses  to  operate  the  roilroads 
was  $586,328.58  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1882; 
$683,082.51  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1883,  and 
$754,269.44  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 1884. 

A  large  amount  of  means  invested  in  the  railroad 
property  of  Wisconsin,  and  railroad  interests  and  industries 
are  largely  identified  with  and  woven  into  the  life  of  our 
people;  railroads  in  this  age  have  become  a  necessity  to  the 
people,  and  the  creative  industries  and  enterprises  a  re  the , 
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life  blood  and  support  of  railroad  investments;  the  one  is, 
and  ought  to  be,  identified  with  the  other,  and  legislation 
should  be  in  the  interests  of  harmony,  firmly  for  the  protec- 
tion or  some  right,  or  the  correction  of  some  wrong,  and  freed 
from  animosities  and  hostilities. 

The  legislature  at  the  last  session  passed  a  law  requiring 
reports  and  imposing  a  license  upon  such  sleeping  car  com- 
panies as  operate  in  this  state.  This  law  may  be  somewhat 
defective  under  the  interpretation  insisted  upon  by  the  com- 
panies, and  the  reports  and  revenue  to  the  state  are  of  the 
most  meagfre  sort.  I  commend  the  matter  to  your  careful 
consideration. 

The  commission  in  Wisconsin  is,  in  most  cases,  one  of  sug- 
gestive and  advisory  powers,  rather  than  arbitrary;  and  in 
no  state  has  the  commission  system  been  productive  of  bet- 
ter results  or  more  good  than  in  our  own,  and  I  commend  to 
you  a  careful  study  of  the  commissioner's  report  for  the  de- 
tails of  railroad  work  and  railroad  operation. 

MILITIA. 

The  strength  of  the  Wisconsin  national  guard  at  the  last 
semi-annual  meeting,  September  29,  1884,  was  2,529,  organ- 
ized as  follows:

During  the  past  two  years  three  companies  have  been  dis- 
banded, four  new  companies  organized,  the  third  battalion 
increased  to  a  regiment,  the  original  fourth  batallion  dis- 
banded, its  companies  assigned  to  the  regiments,  and  a  new 
fourth  batallion  organized,  composed  of  the  infantry  com- 
panies located  in  Milwaukee.  These  changes  have  secured 
a  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  companies  allowed  by 
law,  a  more  systematic  organization  of  the  regiments,  and 
are  believed  to  have  materially  increased  the  efficiency  of 
the  force,  which  is  now  in  a  better  condition  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  under  good  discipline. 

I  invite  your  early  and  careful  consideration  to  the  neces- 
sity of  making  provision  for  compiling,  perfecting  and  re- 
copying  the  files  and  records  of  the  adjutant  general's  office 
pertainmg  to  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  The  demand  for 
transcripts  of  the  military  history  of  soldiers  steadily  in- 
creases and  necessitates  a  use  of  the  original  papers,  which 
is  now  rapidly  destroying  them.  The  value  of  these  records 
to  the  state,  the  soldiers  and  those  dependent  upon  them 
can  not  be  overestimated,  and  it  is  beyond  question  that  this 
2-a  J.  ^ 
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value  will  increase  for  many  years  to  come,  as  the  possibil- 
ity of  supplying  their  place  by  the  testimony  of  individuals 
is  rapidly  decreasing.  When  this  important  work  has  been 
completed,  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  office,  I 
recommend  that  a  complete  roster  of  Wisconsin  volunteers, 
showing  the  material  facts  in  the  military  history  of  each 
soldier,  DO  prepared  and  printed  by  the  state.  The  example 
of  all  our  neighboring  states,  in  this  regard,  is  well  worthy 
of  our  imitation.  The  cost  will  be  trifling  compared  with 
the  value  of  such  a  publication. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  report  of  the  state  board  of  health  and  vital  statistics 
shows  that  the  state  is  comparatively  free  from  any  serious 
diseases  and  that  there  have  not  recently  been  any  exten- 
sive epidemics.  The  board,  however,  urgently  presents  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  common  belief  of  those  whose  judgment  is 
entitled  to  most  confidence,  that  cholera  will  extend  from 
Europe  to  this  country  within  the  next  few  months,  and 
should  it  do  so,  no  citizen  or  community  in  this  state  is  free 
from  the  danger  that  it  may  reach  them.  They  therefore 
urge  upon  all  citizens  and  communities  such  preparation  as 
will  put  them  in  the  best  possible  attitude  of  defense,  and 
they  advise  that  a  fund  of  not  less  than  $15,000  be  provided 
by  the  legislature  to  meet  all  emergencies  that  may  arise 
for  the  general  safety  of  the  state.  Legislation  is  also 
needed  to  confer  upon  the  board  greater  power,  to  enable  it 
to  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  make  for 
the  reporting  of  cases  of  contagious  or  epidemic  diseases, 
and  to  enable  them  to  maintain  a  quarantine  whenever  oc- 
casion may  require  it. 

Matters  relating  to  the  public  health  are  of  universal  con- 
cern, and  as  this  board  is  composed  of  gentlemen  eminent  in 
their  profession,  who  have  given  the  subject  within  their 
province  thorough  study,  for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  free 
of  charge,  you  will,  I  a^  assured,  give  proper  attention  to 
their  report  and  suggestions.  The  report  should  be  printed 
apart  from  the  public  reports,  and  the  greater  number  should 
be  distributed  by  the  board. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  board  of  immigration  shows 
that  of  the  49,308  immigrants  arriving  at  Milwaukee  during 
the  year  1883,  27,230  made  Wisconsin  their  home;  and  of  the 
41,272  immigrants  who  arrived  at  the  same  place  during  the 
year  1884,  23,632  remained  in  the  state.  The  board  have  no 
means  of  informing  themselves  of  the  number  of  immigrants 
who  land  at  lake  ports  other  than  Milwaukee,  or  who  go 
direct  into  Wisconsin  from  Chicago  without  passing  through 
Milwaukee.  The  new-comers  were  mostly  Germans  and 
Scandinavians,  who  settled  principally  in  tne  northern  por-^ 
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tion  of  the  state.  The  disbursements  of  the  board  during 
the  year  1883  were  $3,089.!80,  and  during  the  year  1884  were 
$2,906.57. 

FISHERIES. 

The  fish  commissioners  have  expended  $6,518  for  the  year 
l883  and  $5,950.43  for  the  year  1884,  and  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful in  their  work.  The  recommendations  of  the  board 
relating  to  the  preservation  of  the  fish,  deserve  your  atten- 
tion; and  especially  should  the  unreasonable  and  unlawful 
catching  of  fish  in  great  quantities  in  the  inland  likes  and 
rivers  in  some  manner  be  checked. 

BUREAU  OF  LABOR  STATISTICS. 

Under  chapter  319  of  the  laws  of  1883,  establishing  a  bu- 
reau of  labor  statistics,  I  appointed  Frank  A.  Flower,  of  Mil- 
waukee, commissioner,  and  he  at  once  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office.  The  law  as  it  now  stands  is  very  im- 
perfect and  inadequate  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
designed,  and  should  be  revised  and  amended  by  this  legis- 
lature. This  bureau,  with  encouragement  on  the  part  of  the 
legislature  and  better  facilities  for  collecting  statistics,  will 
result  in  great  benefit  to  the  state. 

EDUCATION. 

The  vital  importance  of  popular  education  can  not  be  over- 
estimated, and  the  interest  of  our  people  in  the  subject  is 
commensurate  with  its  importance.  The  report  of  the  state 
superintendent,  which  I  commend  to  your  attention,  is  re- 
plete with  interesting  statistics  and  suggestions,  and  shows 
the  common  school  system  of  our  state  to  be  in  a  condition 
of  steady  growth  and  improvement,  which  is  exceedingly 
grati^ing. 

In  July  last  this  state  was  honored  with  the  meeting  of 
the  national  educational  association,  held  in  this  city.  This 
was  the  largest  educational  convention  ever  held,  and  there 
were  among  its  members  many  of  the  most  eminent  persons 
of  that  profession  in  the  United  States.  The  meeting  re- 
sulted in  great  good  to  this  state,  and  the  organization  and 
liberality  of  our  educational  system  were  the  subjects  of 
commendation  and  praise. 

I  have  no  doubt  you  will  give  just  and  thorough  consider- 
ation to  all  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  public 
schools,  or  for  extending  their  field  of  usefulness;  but  I  feel 
justified  in  calling  to  your  especial  attention  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  state  superintendent,  that  provision  be  made 
by  law  for  the  free  supply  of  text  books  for  the  pupils  in  the 
public  schools.  The  absence  of  uniformity  in  the  books  used, 
even  in  adjacent  school  districts,  creates  a  serious  expense 
to  that  quite  lar^e  class  of  citizen^  who  are  not  permanently  ^ 
located;  and  this  expense  falls  most  heavily  upon  a  class  ^

least  able  to  bear  it,  and  whose  children  receive  their  edu- 
cation almost  entirely  from  the  common  schools,  and  has, 
no  doubt,  deterred  many  children  from  attending  school 
The  experience  of  a  large  number  of  cities  and  some  states, 
which  have  adopted  the  system  of  free  text  books,  indicates 
that  a  larger  attendance  will  be  secured,  a  higher  efficiency 
attained,  time  saved  and  less  money  expended,  by  supplying 
just  the  books  required. 

UNIVERSITY. 

The  reports  of  the  regents  and  the  president  of  the  uni- 
versity will  be  laid  before  you,  from  which  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  note  that  the  institution  is  in  a  generally  satisfactory 
condition.  It  has  recently  met  with  a  serious  loss,  by  the 
destruction  by  fire  of  Science  Hall,  with  valuable  collections 
and  apparatus.  The  regents  will  present  to  you  plans  and 
estimates  for  a  building  to  replace  the  one  destroyed,  and 
will  ask  for  the  req^uisite  appropriations  for  that  and  other 
purposes.  The  university  has  attained  a  high  rank  and 
ougnt  to  be  an  object  of  universal  pride  to  the  people.  It 
deserves  generous  support  from  the  state,  and  1  trust  its 
wants  will  receive  liberal  treatment  at  your  hands. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Agriculture  is  the  chief  source  of  wealth  to  the  state  and 
the  ultimate  reliance  of  its  people.  Upon  the  successful 
prosecution  of  this  pursuit  depends,  in  a  great  degree,  the 
prosperity  and  happiness  of  all  classes.  The  interests  in* 
volved  are  so  important  and  so  far  reaching  and  diverse  in 
detail,  that  a  commission  or  state  board  of  agriculture  should 
be  established.  Other  states  have  found  such  of  great  prac- 
tical utility. 

The  state  has  become  a  great  thoroughfare  for  the  trans- 
portation of  live  stock  from  different  sources.  Some  means 
should  be  provided  whereby  our  domestic  animals  may  be 
protected  from  the  importation  and  spread  of  contagious 
diseases.  The  state  board  of  health  has  suggested  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  veterinary  surgeon  ^ith  adequate  power  in 
ihe  premises,  and  I  commend  this  matter  to  your  attention. 

The  great  progress  that  dairy  husbandry  has  made  in  this 
state  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  State  Dairymen's 
Association.  To  this  industry,  and  to  the  energy  and  intel- 
ligence displayed  by  the  dairymen,  much  praise  is  due  for 


bringing  about  a  result  in  which  the  state  justly  feels  a  great 
pride.  I  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  for  this  associa- 
tion, and  also  that  its  proceedings  be  printed  and  bound 
separately. 

The  State  Horticultural  Society  represents  a  distinct  branch 
of  industry,  and  its  proceedings  should  be  printed  and  bound 
in  a  volume  by  itself,  and  remain,  as  formerly,  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  society.    The  society  is  doin'g  a  good  work;  i^> 
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making  a  creditable  exhibit  at  the  exposition  at  New 
Orleans,  and  as  their  expenses  are  largely  increased,  I 
recommend  that  the  usual  appropriation  of  $500  be  increased 
to  $1,000  this  year. 

Ameeting  of  the  representative  farmers  was  held  in  Mad* 
ison  on  November  25th  last,  to  consider  the  propriety  of 
stablishing  an  agricultural  school  separate  and  apart  from 
other  institutions  of  learning.  It  was  the  sentiment  of  that 
convention  that  the  agricultural  department  of  the  state 
university  had,  thus  far,  failed  to  attract  any  considerable 
number  of  students  ;  and  that  the  conditions  were  such  as 
of  give  little  hope  for  improvement  in  this  respect  in  the 
tuture ;  and  that  the  time  had  come  for  the  founding  of  a 
purely  agricultural  school.  The  action  of  this  convention 
was  indorsed  b^  the  Wisconsin  state  grange,  at  its  annual 
session  in  this  city  last  December.  I  believe  such  a  school, 
devoted  purely  to  training  men  to  be  better  farmers,  would 
operate  to  check  the  dangerous  rush  of  farmer  boys  to  the 
cities  and  into  the  professions ;  would  in  the  end  add  dignity 
and  power  to  the  agricultural  class,  and  would  be  beneficial 
to  the  people  generally.  The  agricultural  department  of  the 
university  has,  through  no  apparent  fault  of  the  institution, 
not  fully  met  the  wants  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  this 
particular ;  but  the  experiment  station  is  doing  good  work 
and  merits  encouraigement. 

CAPITOL  EXTENSIONS, 

At  the  time  of  delivering  my  annual  message  to  the  legis- 
lature of  1883  there  had  been  expended  upon  the  extensions 
of  the  capitol,  under  chapter  250  of  the  laws  of  1882,  the  sum 
of  $49,!)17.89,  being  85  per  cent,  of  the  amount  earned  at  that 
date  under  the  contract.  Under  the  supervison  of  the  archi- 
tect and  building  superintendent,  work  was  being  pushed 
vigorously  and  with  fair  prospects  of  completion  by  January 
1, 1884,  when,  on  November  8, 1883,  occurred  the  unforeseen 
disaster  in  the  south  wing.  Said  wing  was  inclosed  at  the 
time,  the  interior  walls,  iron  work  and  roof  being  in  position. 
Most  of  the  interior  work  above  the  basement  walls,  with  the 
roof  and  a  portion  of  the  south  exterior  wall,  came  down 
with  a  sudden  crash,  carrying  with  it  these  forty  workmen 
employed  on  the  building  at  the  time.  Of  the  forty  men, 
five  were  killed  instantfy  and  eighteen  wounded.  One  of 
the  woimded,  after  several  montti^  of  sufferinfi^,  died  of  his 
injuries.  Being  absent  at  Bayfield  on  oflBciai  business,  at 
the  time  of  the  accident,  I  telegraphed  the  secretary  of  state 
to  see  that  every  proper  provision  was  made  for  the  care  of 
killed  and  wounded.  This  was  done,  and  has  been  continued 
under  my  direction,  and  the  expense,  amounting  to  $5,174,04, 
has  been  paid  through  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  property.  t 

Perhaps,  in  strictness,  this  expenditure  was  beyond  the  1^^[^ 
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These  men  thus  injured  were  laboring  men.  They  were  at 
work  upon  the  capitol  of  the  state  when  disaster,  swift  and 
unexpected,  came  upon  them.  In  the  circumstances,  I  felt 
if  I  did  less  the  people  of  Wisconsin  would  not  justify  me. 
On  the  occurrence  of  the  accident,  all  work  on  the  ex- 
tensions stopped.  A  committee  of  experts,  consisting  of 
James  R.  Willet,  of  Chicago;  A.  C.  Nash,  of  Cincinnati;  C. 
F.  Struck,  of  Minneapolis,  architects;  and  Godfrey  Ludwig, 
of  Cincinnati,  master  mechanic,  was  called  by  order  of  the 
building  commissioners  and  asked  to  investigate  the  mat- 
ter and  report  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident.  Which  duty 
the  committee  of  experts  performed,  submitting  their  report 
in  writing,  and  recommended  some  changes  in  the  original 
details  as  necessary  to  properly  strengthen  the  buildings. 
Without  unnecessary  delay,  the  work  of  rebuilding  was 
begun,  and  Mr.  W.  W.  Boyington,  architect,  of  Chicago, 
engaged,  with  instructions  from  the  commissioners  to  di- 
rect such  changes  in  the  reconstruction  as  he  deemed  nec- 
essary for  the  security  and  safety  of  the  almost  completed 
north  wing,  as  well  as  the  south  extension. 

Pursuant  to  these  instructions,  Mr.  Boyington  directed 
that  other  and  heavier  iron  columns  be  substituted  for  those 
provided  for  in  the  contract,  to  extend  from  the  basement 
walls  to  the  roof,  instead  of  from  the  brick  piers  on  the 
second  floor ;  that  additional  columns  be  put  in,  and  iron 
work  of  increased  strength.  All  without  changing  the  plan, 
which  had  been  drawn  with  especial  reference  to  the  con- 
venience and  wants  of  the  supreme  court,  state  library  and 
historical  society,  and  had  been  adopted  after  consultation 
with  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judges  of  the 
supreme  court  and  the  oflBcers  of  the  historical  society. 
Thus  the  extensions  have  been  completed  and  accepted  by 
the  commissioners.  They  are  pronounced  by  Mr.  Boyington 
to  be  abundantly  safe,  and  are  practically  fire-proof.  The 
cost  of  labor  and  material  in  making  the  alterations  directed 
by  Mr.  Boyington,  in  excess  of  what  the  same  would  have 
been  if  done  under  the  contract,  is  ascertained  to  be  $11,- 
169.95,  which  amount  has  been  audited  by  the  building  com- 
missioners, and  I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
at  an  early  date  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

EXPOSITION. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the 
president  appointed  Hon.  E.  Holton,  of  Milwaukee,  commis- 
sioner, and  Hon.  J.  M.  Smith,  of  Green  Bay,  alternate  com- 
missioner, for  the  state  of  Wisconsin  to  the  World's 
Industrial  and  Cotton  Centennial  Exposition  at  New  Orleans, 
commencing  December  16, 1884.  These  gentlemen  have  had 
charge  of  collecting,  preparing  and  displaying  an  exhibit  of 
the  resources  and  products  of  Wisconsin,  and  they  have 
faithfully  and  efficiently  performed  this  work.     Congress 
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declared  that  this  exposition  should  be  national  and  inter- 
national in  its  character,  and  appropriated  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  aid  in  the  celebration.  Five  thousand  dollars  was 
set  apart  to  each  state,  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  mak- 
ing a  full  and  complete  exhibition  of  all  the  arts,  manufac- 
tures and  products  of  the  soil  and  mine  within  the  state. 

There  being  no  session  of  the  legislature  in  this  state,  and 
no  provision  of  law  affording  funds  for  the  purpose,  the 
commissioners  raised  a  sura  of  money  by  subscription, 
sufficient  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  undertaking. 
This  state,  in  the  exposition,  will  stand  the  test  of  compari- 
sons with  all  the  other  states  of  the  Union,  and  will  be  proud 
of  its  success  and  greatly  benefited  by  the  spread  of  knowl- 
edge concerning  its  resources  and  the  value  of  its  products. 
As  the  benefit  is  to  the  entire  state,  so  should  the  expense  be 
borne  by  the  people.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  a 
sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  disbursements 
of  the  commission,  including  the  repayment  of  the  amounts 
subscribed. 

BANKS  AND  BANKING. 

The  business  of  banking  is  one  essentially  dependent  upon 
the  confidence  of  the  people,  and  one  which  affords  opportu- 
nities for  fraud  upon  depositors,  but  which  happily  seldom 
occur.  Whether  safeguards  may  be  lawfully  adopted  to 
further  secure  those  depositing  with  state  and  private  banks 
from  loss,  is  a  subject  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

Thus,  in  discharge  of  the  duty  laid  upon  me  by  the  con- 
stitution, I  havQ  brought  briefly  to  your  attention  those 
matters  of  which  the  public  interest  seems  to  demand  espe- 
cial mention;  and  I  assure  you  it  will  give  me  great  pleasure 
to  join  you  in  every  effort  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  state, 
and  to  meet  the  just  expectations  of  the  people,  whose  ser- 
vants we  all  are.

Whereas,  These  canals  form  important  channels  that 
should  be  made  free  to  the  great  commerce  of  the  North 
Pacific  country  as  well  as  the  local  country  doing  business 
with  the  growing  Lake  Superior  industries,  and  lessens  the 
dangers  of  navigation  to  the  great  commerce  passing 
through  Lake  Superior,  making  at  the  entrance  of  the

Resolved  by    the  senate,  the  assembly   concurring,  That 
while  bowing  in  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  Him  who 
presides  over  the  destinies  of  nations,  as  well  as  individuals, 
the  state  recognizes  the  loss  of  a  distinguished  citiz^n^  a  , 
faithful  public  officer  and  one  of  our  ablest  men.  jOOglc 
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Resolved,  That  deeply  impressed  with  the  valuable  ser- 
vices he  has  rendered  the  state  with  the  memory  of  the  warm 
friendship  which  existed  between  him  and  all  those  who 
knew  him,  and  the  shadow  of  gloom  which  his  absence 
must  necessarily  bring  to  the  home  of  his  widow  and  chil- 
dren, we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  and  condolence  and 
join  with  them  as  mourners  in  the  great  loss  they  have  sus- 
tained. 

Resolved,  That  the  chief  clerk  of  the  senate  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  forward  an  engrossed  copy  of  these  resolutions 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

Senator  Ginty  spoke  as  follows: 
Mr.  President  — 

The  hand  of  Death  has  been  laid  upon  one  who  was  well 
known  in  the  official  records  of  Wisconsin  for  many  years; 
one  who  presided  in  both  houses  of  the  legislature,  and  who 
was  president  of  the  senate  for  four  years  prior  to  the  time 
when  the  present  honored  occupant  of  the  chair  took 
possession. 

I  allude  to  Hon.  James  M.  Bingham. 

In  introducing  these  resolutions,  I  cannot  fail  to  express 
mjr  keen  appreciation  of  the  great  loss  our  state  has  sus- 
tained. In  point  of  ability,  he  had  no  superior  in  Wiscon- 
sin, and  but  few  equals.  As  a  public  officer,  he  was  faith- 
ful, honest,  and  fearless  in  the  dischargee  of  his  duties.  That 
•'integrity  of  life  which  is  fame's  best  friend,"  he  fuUjr 
possessed.  During  an  active  political  and  business  life,  it 
was  never  questioned.  The  chivalric  courtesy  that  actuated 
the  knights  of  old  found  a  counterpart  in  his  treatment  of 
political  opponents  or  antagonists  at  the  bar.  As  a  presid- 
ing officer,  ne  was  entirely  devoid  of  prejudice  and  partisan- 
ism.  One  of  the  finest  orators  in  Wisconsin,  his  voice  will 
be  sadly  missed  in  the  forensic  encounters. 

Gov.  Bing^ham  was  not  old.  He  was  not  full  of  years. 
The  eixtietn  mile-stone  had  not  been  passed  when  the  sum- 
mons came  for  him  to  fall  out  of  tne  ranks  of  that  army 
that  had  marched  up  the  steep  and  thorny  hill  of  life  at  a 
""  double  quick "  only  to  change  to  a  *'  march  at  will "  on 
the  downward  slope.  The  army  will  keep  moving;  the  va- 
cancy in  the  ranks  will  be  filled,  but  the  memory  of  a  trusted 
-companion  and  associate  will  remain  years  after  the  flowers 
have  sprung  up  in  the  footfall  of  that  throng. 

While  not  an  active  member  of  a  religious  denomination, 
his  confidence  in  Almighty  God  and  a  future  existence  was 
strong  and  firm.  He  looked  upon  death  as  but  the  entrance 
to  life  eternal,  considered  creeds  as  the  valleys  that  were 
overshadowed  by  the  great  tall  mountains  of  faith.  The 
best  portion  of  a  good  man's  life — "those  little,  nameless, 
unremembered  acts*  of  kindness  and  of  love" —  he  had  fairly 
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It  is  Longfellow,  I  believe,  who  says  that  all  houses 
wherein  men  have  lived,  are  ever  haunted  houses.  If  that 
be  true,  both  these  legislative  halls  will  again  behold  the 
features  of  him  who  spent  so  many  hours  here;  but  it  will 
not  be  with  the  superstition  that  attaches  to  the  dead. 
Rather  will  it  be  as  if  in  real  life,  with  senses  clear,  with 
throbbing  pulse,  with  smiling  face  and  genial  clasp  of  hands, 
the  familiar  form  will  come  and  greet  us  with  words  of 
cheer  and  welcome. 


Senator  Cottrill  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr,  President  : 

In  Edward  Blunt's  introduction  to  the  poems  of  Marlowe, 
written  concerning  his  friend  after  his  death,  these  words 
occur : 

*'  We  think  not  ourselves  discharged  of  the  duty  we  owe 
to  our  friend,  when  we  have  brought  the  breathless  body  to 
the  earth ;  for  albeit  the  eye  there  taketh  its  ever  farewell  of 
that  beloved  object,  yet  the  impression  of  the  man  that  hath 
been  dear  to  us,  living  an  after-life  in  our  memory,  then 
putteth  us  in  mind  of  further  obsequies  due  unto  the  de- 
ceased, and  namely  in  the  performance  of  whatever  shall 
make  to  his  living  credit  and  to  the  effecting  of  his  deter- 
minations prevented  by  the  stroke  of  death." 

It  is  so  to-day  concerning  James  Bingham.  His  breathless 
body  has  been  brought  to  the  earth  and  there  interred  with 
affectionate  weeping  and  tender  ceremony — with  all  done 
and  kindly  done  that  may  be  done  in  such  sad  circum- 
stances.  Yet  the  impression  of  the  man  that  hath  been 
dear  to  us  and  that  now,  though  he  be  dead,  liveth  an  after 
life  in  our  memory,  remains  and  putteth  us  in  mind  of  fur- 
ther obsequies  due  to  the  deceased. 

The  state  of  Wisconsin  mourns  and  weeps  to-day  at  the 
grave  of  one  of  its  most  honored  citizens.  He  had  served, 
and  served  most  ably  indifferent  oflBces  of  the  state — as 
speaker  of  its  assembly  and  as  lieutenant  governor  and  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  senate.  He  filled  these  distinguisned 
offices  with  distinguished  ability,  and  he  impressed  upon  all 
that  were  associated  with  him  in  official  life  belief 
and  confidence  in  his  integrity,  his  fairness,  and  his  absolute 
desire  and  controlling  wish  to  do  that  which  was  absolutely 
just,  correct  and  right.  None  but  the  pleasantest  and  most 
delightful  remembrances  now  exist,  not  only  concerning  his 
conscientious  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  these 
high  offices,  but  also  of  his  genial  manner  and  ever  kindly 
way  of  performing  them.  He  was  eminent  here  as  he  was 
eminent  in  all  the  deeds  of  his  life. 

In  his  chosen  profession  he  was  very  able  and  stood  in  the 
front  rank  among  men  of  great  and  commanding  ability. 
No  subject  then  was  so  difficult  that  he  did  not  in  confidence 
of  his  superior  strength,  grasp  and  struggle  with  it  if  struggle 
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were  necessary.  Here  as  elsewhere,  in  every  place,  he  was 
earnest  and  true,  bold  and  yet  retiring,  courageous  when 
courage  was  necessary  in  defense  of  the  right,  unrelenting 
and  merciless  even  at  the  imputation  of  wroujg. 

Faithful  to  the  court,  faithful  to  his  cause,  faithful  to  his 
client,  faithful  to  his  professional  brethren,  faithful  to  his 
profession;  his  professional  life  was  the  reproduction  of  his 
private  life  —  a  model,  well  to  be  observed  and  well  to  be 
copied  by  all  in  the  same  pursuits. 

He  was  a  good,  and  not  merely  a  good,  but  an  excellent 
lawyer  in  his  profession.  Lord  Bacon  said  that  everv  man 
owed  a  duty  to  his  profession.  Mr.  Bingham  acknowledged 
the  debt  and  promptly  and  fully  paid  it.  His  life  as  a  citi- 
zen was  but  the  counterpart  of  his  professional  life.  It  could 
not  be  otherwise,  because  the  great  marks  of  sincerity^ 
fidelity  and  truth  which  pervaded  and  stamped  every  act  of 
his  life^  made  him^  as  he  was,  most  useful  in  all  his  daily 
intercourse  with  the  community  in  which  he  lived,  and  there- 
fore he  was  most  justly  and  most  highly  esteemed. 

We  cannot,  may  not,  at  this  time  obtrude  upon  the  priv- 
acy of  his  domestic  life.  But  we  may  say,  and  those  of  us 
who  personally  knew  him  will  agree,  that  at  home  and  by 
the  ingle  side  he  was  the  same  true,  good  and  pure  man  that 
he  was  in  the  world  at  largje. 

His  personal  relations  with  men  were  affable  and  agreea- 
ble. His  manner  was  a  smile,  a  kind  word,  a  hearty  greet- 
ing, without  coldness,  sternness  or  repulsiveness.  The  grasp 
of  his  hand  was  warm,  not  chilly.  He  had  the  natural  dig- 
nity of  true  manhood;  a  dignity  that  demanded  and  won 
courtesy  and  respect,  and  that  pervaded  all  his 
actions.  And  with  all  this  was  a  personal  magnetism  that 
made  the  man  dear  to  the  hearts  of  his  friends,  and  that 
wrought  th©  most  kindly  sympathy  towards  him  in  all  that 
were  nonored  with  his  friendship  or  acquaintance.  He  was 
my  personal  friend.  The  word  farewell  has  been  uttered  in 
sorrow  and  in  sadness — yet  the  impression  of  the  man  re- 
mains, and  may  it  ever  remain  living  an  after  life  in  our 
memory. 

Vale  and  farewell. 

Bright  be  the  dreams  of  fhy  wakinfi:

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Senator  Uudd  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  Senators  op  the  Senate  of  Wiscon- 
sin: 

I  cannot  forgo  the  privilege  of  paying  a  brief  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  Lieut.  Governor  Bingham.  My 
legislative  as  well  as  personal  acquaintance  with  the  la- 
mented deceased,  commenced  here  at  our  state  capitol  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  (1863),  and  now  for 
these  intervening  years,  twenty-two  in  number,  almost  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  it  has  been  my  fortune  and  pleasure  to 
Know  him  whom  we  all  now  delight  to  honor  well,  as  legis- 
lator, lawyer,  citizen  and  friend.  In  each  and  all  of  those 
trusted  relations  he  was  ever  the  safe  and  wise  law- maker — 
the  excellent  and  successful  lawyer  —  the  patriotic 
and  conservative  citizen  and  with  all  and  the  best 
of  all — loyal  friend  that  crowning  glory  of  the  true 
gentleman.  A  noble  disposition  is  a  glass  in  nature  that 
reflects  the  qualities  that  enter  into  the  true  nobility —  of  a 
manhood  —  a  manhood  which  being  interpreted  into  acts  of 
every-day  life  declares  and  discloses  the  actor's  true  grade. 
James  M.  Bingham's  grade  in  life  was  of  and  in  the  front 
or  first  rank  of  his  party,  his  profession  and  among  all  his 
kind. 

Of  the  dead  we  are  wisely  taught  to  say  only  the  good 
things  —  the  evil  shall  fade  away  as  does  the  dust  that  en- 
soiled  the  body  of  the  departed.  Yet  if  we  reverse 
the  rule,  still  we  may  challenge  malice's  self  to 
find  the  blot  on  the  fair  fame  and  white  name 
of  the  subject  of  this  hour's  eulogy.  Lieut-Gov.  James  M. 
Bingham  rose  to  a  commanding  and  useful  place  in  his 
adopted  state  of  Wisconsin  on  a  model  that  may  now  in- 
cite to  proper  emulation;  and  should  be  to  the  young  men  of 
this  age  an  aspiration  to  emulate,  if  they  may 
not  excel  him  m  those  attributes  that  marked  him 
for  distinction  and  won  him  his  nich  among  the  prudent, 
calm,  safe  and  honest  statesmen  of  his  party  and  his  period  — 
that  model  was  patient  investigation  and  then  faithful 
and  honest  application  to  the  subject  in  hand  —  not  swift  to 
conclusions  —  nis  not  the  genius  that  was  touch-and-go,  that 
we  sometimes  characterize  as  of  the  "  sky  rocket "  order,  but 
methodical,  earnest,  sure  labor  and  then  the  harvest  when 
the  intellectual  grain  was  ripe,  not  cut  green  to  suddenly 
wither  in  the  suns  of  forgotten  consequences.  Governor 
Bingham's  life  work,  like  his  arguments  in  intricate  law 
cases,  was  carefully  planned  and  so  grooved  that  when  the 
hour  for  action  came  it  matched  dove-tailed,  so  to  illustrate 
into  a  whole  and  complete  surface,  that  men  looking  on  and 
marveled  where  the  joint  was  made  or  was  it  a  surface  that 
knew  no  break,  none  appearing  to  mar  its  symmetry  or  de-^ 
tract  from  its  usefulness.  "^ 
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Here  was  his  power;  this  is  the  true  secret  of  by  far  the 
most  of  men  g^reat  in  the  law,  science  or  politics.  JPatience 
in  gathering  in  the  details,  i.  e.,  the  facts,  then  faithful  and 
honest  in  the  use  of  the  ideas  thus  acquired. 

My  part  in  this  hour's  recollections  of  the  departed  is  not 
biographical;  that  has  or  will  be  far  better  performed  by  the 
other  speakers  of  this  occasion.  I  may  only  drop  the  acacia 
into  the  receptive  urn,  but  my  little  flower  is  cast  in  the  sa- 
cred name  of  friendship;  that  while  we  occupied  different 
parts  of  the  moving  field,  adverse  as  are  the  lines  of  opposite 
political  action — never  molted  a  feather  in  that  intercourse 
more  or  less  made  intimate  from  our  long  association  here 
at  this  capitol.  Especially  may  I  call  it  to  mind  now,  as  I 
recall  the  various  ways  in  which  he  made  that  friendship  to 
me  more  than  in  a  name  when  I  now  recollect  his  kind  acts 
during  those  four  years  of  the  period  in  which  his  hand 
held  the  gavel  as  i)residing  head  of  the  senate,  while  I  much 
of  the  time  occupied  within  the  range  of  his  eye  a  seat>  as 
now,  in  this  senate. 

Senators,  the  calm  placid  face,  the  tall  commanding  form, 
that  mild  jret  intellectual  bright  eye — that  hand  of  nerve- 
force  to  still  debate  and  settle  vexed  questions  of  parliamen- 
tary law,  is  to  be  of  us  and  with  us  here  in  earth  no  more  — 
of  him  as  sang  the  laureate  of  England  of  another  that  had 
gone  out  from  and  among  men: 

"  God's  finger  touched  him  and  he  slept."  Yes,  let  us  think 
of  him  and  remember  him  as  one  asleep  —  the  calm  sleep 
that  must  come  to  all  of  woman  bom.      • 

I  look  around  the  two  legislative  halls  of  this  now  gath- 
ered legisture  of  1885,  and  out  of  all  the  representative  men 
who  come  here  representing  a  population  of  at  least,  if  not 
in  excess  of,  one  and  one-naif  million  of  people,  and  two 
faces  appear  that  commenced  the  legislative  and 
political  race  with  the  deceased  in  1863  —  one  is  that  of  the 
deceased's  warm  and  true  political  friend  as  well  as  neighbor, 
he  who  so  generously  and  affectionately  now  moves  the 
resolutions  that  but  faintly  pays  the  debt  of  respect  and 
honor  due  the  dead  —  those  faces  are  represented  incur  col- 
le^ue  the  senator  from  the  30th,  and  by  him  who  makes 
this  recollection  in  your  hearing.  This  gives  us  some  pause 
and  the  reflection  that  the  same  remorseless  Time  is  weav- 
ing for  us  and  our  contemporaries  the  veil  that  must  sooner 
or  later  hide  the  remainder  in  that  cloud  that  comes  to  trans- 
late the  living  actor  into  the  sleeping  spirit.  The  reflection 
need  not  appall  but  it  may  console,  even  if  we 
will  so  resolve,  live  and  act,  as  to  earn 
the  mantle  that  now  so  gracefully  falls 
across  the  sleeper  who  lately  was  of  us  and  whose  virtues 
and  deeds  will  long  continue  to  be  with  us  in  that  grateful 
memory  of  one  who,  being  thus  asleep,  we  may  more  than 
whisper  the  great  poet's  praise  of  one  on  whom  the  Gods  did 
seem  to  set  their  seals  to  give  the  world  assurance  of  a  man. 
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James  M.  Bingham,  hail  and  farewell!  No,  not  fare- 
well —  not  the  long  farewell  that  the  "  good-bye  "  means  for 
those  who  go  from  our  doors  with  no  date  for  returning; 
rather  the  more  pleasant  and  less  suggestive  "  good-night  '• 
of  friends  who  part  to  meet  upon  the  morrow.  Our  Ameri- 
can laureate  has  better  expressed  it  in  a  pleasant  verse  that 
we  indulge.  The  fancy  even  now  lulls  the  cold  closed  ear  of 
the  sleeper. 

*'Aiid  when  our  pleasant  evenings  past. 
The  nurse,  long  waiting,  comes  at  last ; 

Ere  on  her  lap  we  lie 
In  wearied  nature's  sweel  repose, 
At  peace  with  all  her  waking  foes.

COMMUNICATIONS  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

By  the  president  of  the  senate. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics, 
Madison,  Wis.,  Dec,  31, 188^. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

Chapter  319,  laws  of  1883,  creating  the  bureau  of  labor 
statistics,  provides  that  the  commissioner  thereof  shall 
transmit  his  report  to  your  honorable  body  "on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  February  once  in  every  two  years." 

In  accordance  therewith  the  first  biennial  report  of  said 
bureau  is  respectfully  presented. 

The  printing  of  it  was  begun  earlier  than  the  law  required, 
hence  the  volume  is  less  elaborate  and  perfect  than  it  other- 
wise would  have  been.  But  to  have  delayed  the  report  until 
the  last  moment  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  more  satis- 
factory, would  have  thrown  it  upon  a  state  printing  office 
already  choked  with  public  documents,  and  perhaps  deprived 
the  people  of  the  privilege  of  examining  and  pronouncing 
judgment  upon  it  before  the  adjournment  of  your  honorable 
body. 

Then,  too,  manufacturers'  reports,  which  should  have  been 
all  in  by  September  1,  straggled  along  until  past  the  middle 
of  October.    This  deducted  six  weeks  from  the  time  neces- 
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BSLTy  for  intelligent^  tabulation,  and  rendered  the  purely- 
statistical  portion  of  the  volume  somewhat  unsatisfactory. 

But  the  initial  reports  of  all  new  departments,  traveling 
unknown  paths  without  guide,  compass  or  landmark,  must 
necessarily  be  lean  and  imperfect,  and  this  one  is  sent  out 
with  little  expectation  that  it  will  do  more  than  awaken  a 
general  interest' in  what  is  destined  to  become  a  very  im- 
portant and  valuable  branch  of  the  public  service. 

A  few  suggestions,  in  the  nature  of  what  are  generally 
termed  "recommendations,"  may  as  well  be  offered  here  as 
elsewhere. 

Prof.  W.  A.  Henry,  of  the  University  farm,  and  some  of- 
ficers and  members  of  the  Wisconsm  state  agricultural 
society,  have  sug-gested  that  this  bureau  be  authorized  by 
law  to  collect,  collate  and  publish,  with  its  other  matters, 
statistics  of  crops,  cattle,  hogs,  wool-growing,  tobacco-cul- 
ture, dairy  products  and  kindred  subjects.  Also  to  publish, 
during  the  growing  season,  reports  upon  the  condition  and 
acreage  of  crops  and  the  supply  of  live-stock. 

The  latter  suggestion  is  in  consonance  with  that  made  by 
his  excellency,'  Governor  J.  M.  Rusk,  in  the  m.essage  of  1883, 
in  which  he  recommended  the  establishment  of  this  bureau 
as  a  department  of  "  labor  and  agricultural  statistics." 

The  advancement  of  agricultural  pursuits  is  inseparably 
connected  with  that  of  manufacturing,  and  vice  versa.  A 
volume  devoted  to  authentic  facts  in  relation  to  both  these 
branches  must,  therefore,  be  of  greater  interest  and  value 
than  the  one  devoted  to  only  one  of  them. 

An  additional  clerk,  under  the  direction  and  with  the  aid  oi 
the  commissioner,  would  be  able  to  accomplish  all  that  may 
be  required  in  this  direction . 

The  reports  of  this  department  ought,  beyond  any  ques- 
tion, to  be  printed  separately,  not  buried  in  the  volume 
named  "Messages  and  Documents."  They  belong  to  the 
people,  who  pay  par  for  them,  and  should  be  so  published  as 
to  compass  the  widest  circulation.  Eight  thousand  copies 
could  be  used  to  advantage,  or  even  a  greater  number  judg- 
ing from  1,300  applications  for  them  which  have  alreacfy 
been  received  from  Milwaukee;  and  provision  should  be 
made  for  their  publication.  The  artisan  classes  hardly  ever 
see  a  public  document,  and  the  reports  of  this  Bureau,  more 
directly  in  their  interest,  should  be  so  distributed  as  to  reach 
as  many  of  them  as  possible. 

There  are  many  industrial  books  and  periodicals  of  great 
value,  the  possession  of  which  would  aid  materially  in  the 
work  of  gathering  and  comparing  statistics.  But,  as  they 
can  not  be  had  by  exchange  or  gift,  the  sum  of  $150  should 
be  set  aside  annually  for  their  purchase  for  the  library  of 
this  Bureau. 

Those  who  may  have  attempted  to  carry  forward  large 
enterprises  without  means  or  credit  will  have  a  full  under-> 
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standing'of  the  diflSculties  surrounding  the  collection  and 
preparation  of  the  facts  for  this  report. 

However,  the  experience  of  the  past  eighteen  months  war- 
rants the  declaration  that  this  bureau^  surrounded  as  it  is 
by  the  richest  and  freshest  materials,  could,  if  properly 
equipped,  make  a  report  of  the  growth,  resources,  manufac- 
tures and  industrial  classes  of  Wisconsin,  that  would  be  a 
source  of  pride  to  her  every  citizen.  Soldiers  win  no  victo- 
ries without  arms  and  ammunition;  mechanics  build  no 
houses  without  tools.

By  Senator  Comstock: . 

Pet.  No.  1,  S., 

From  the  State  Historical  Society  concerning  the  salaries 
of  corresponding  secretary  and  assistant  librarian  thereof. 

The  undersigned,  representing  the  State  Historical  So- 
ciety, would  respectfully  state: 
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That  the  library  of  said  society  has  become  one  of  the 
largest,  most  interesting  and  valuable  of  its  character  in  the 
United  States;  that  the  number  of  volumes  of  books  and  pam- 
phlets it  contains  reaches  about  one  hundred  and  ten  thou- 
sand; that  many  of  its  volumes  are  exceedingly  rare  and  of 
large  value;  that  its  accumulation  of  newspaper  volumes  is 
next  to  that  in  the  congressional  library  at  Washington  the 
largest  in  the  country,  covering  nearly  three  centuries, 
and  embracing  about  5,000  bound  volumes;  that  its  art  gal- 
lery has  in  it  a  large  and  growing  collection  of  portraits  of 
pioneers  to  the  state  and  of  other  distinguished  men;  that 
its  cabinet  of  curiosities  is  full  of  interesting  articles,  pos- 
sessing immense  interest  and  value;  in  fine,  that  this  society 
has  become  one  of  the  most  important  institutions  of  the 
state.  This  fact  will  be  apparent  to  all  persons  who  make  a 
visit  to  its  rooms,  and  examine  with  care  its  vast 
treasures.  Its  collections  have  mostly  been  brought 
together  during  the  last  thirty-one  years;  and  dur- 
ing that  entire  time  its  affairs  have  been  under  the  special 
charge  of  the  same  officer,  Lyman  C.  Draper,  LL.  D.,  and 
to  the  labors  of  that  gentleman  the  state  is  principally  in- 
debted for  a  historical  library  with  few  if  any  superiors  in 
the  country.  He  has  devoted  his  whole  time  to  the  interests 
of  the  society,  with  an  energy  worthy  of  the  noble  cause, 
and  with  a  success  that  is  almost  marvtslous. 

It  has  been  his  life  work,  and  the  results  are  a  great  credit 
to  Mr.  Draper,  and  of  inestimable  value  to  the  state.  That 
it  has  been  a  labor  of  love  ivith  him,  is  proven  by  the  fact 
that  his  salary  has  been  less  than  that  paid  to  the  ordinary 
clerks  about  the  capitol;  it  has  never  exceeded  $1,200  per 
annum.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  this  meagre  sum  nas 
been  hardly  sufficient  to  support  his  family  in  the  most  eco- 
nomical manner.  The  salary  was  established  when  the 
state  was  young  and  poor;  when  articles  necessary 
for  family  use  were  cheap;  when  all  salaries  were 
low.  Since  that  time  there  have  been  great  changes 
in  the  state.  It  has  become  populous  and  rich; 
living  expenses  have  largely  increased.  Twenty-five  years 
ago  the  salary  of  the  governor  was  $1,250;  that  of  supreme 
court  judge  was  $1,500.  Now  the  salaries  of  those  officials 
are  $5,000  each.  A  similar  increase  has  been  made  in  the 
pay  of  all  persons  holding  state  positions,  including  clerks, 
messengers,  and  laborers,  excepting  only  those  who  find 
employment  in  the  state  historical  rooms.  Salaries  in  that 
important  state  department  have  remained  the  same, 
while  the  worthy  secretary  has  labored  with  in- 
creased zeal  with  each  year,  and  without  complaint. 
It  is  nevertheless  a  fact  apparent  to  all 
that  his  pay  has  not  been  an  adequate  equivalent  for  his 
valuable  services;  that  it  should  be  increased  to  an  amount 
more  in  harmony  with  the  times  and  circumstances.  Dr. 
draper  is  becoming  old;  he  has  a  family  to  support,  and  hfe' 
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eflForts  to  build  up  this  society,  deserve  a  compensation  that 
will  afford  a  comfortable  support  during:  the  balance  of  their 
lives.  The  undersigned  would  therefore  respectfully  urge 
that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  secretary  of  the  Historical  Society  to  $2,000  per 
annum.  The  salary  of  the  assistant  librarian  is  also  very 
low  in  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  service  required 
of  him;  and  his  work  is  largely  increased  with  each  year. 
He  now  receives  but  $900  per  year;  it  is  asked  that  the 
amount  be  increased  to  $1,200.  ' 

The  salaries  as  asked  would  be  really  small,  considering 
the  importance  of  the  positions,  and  of  the  labors  involved 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  they  impose. 

A  bill  providing  for  these  changes  has  been  prepared,  and 
it  is  hoped  it  will  receive  the  sanction  of  the  legislature  and 
become  a  law  at  an  early  day.  Such  action  would  only  do 
tardjr  justice  to  worthy  and  competent  men  who  are  per- 
forming valuable  services  for  the  state.

COMMUNICATIONS  TO"  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

By  Senator  Parry: 

Report  of  the  committee  to  visit  the  separate  state  institu- 
tions. 

Ordered  spread  on  the  journal.  ^         I 
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To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

The  undersigaed,  a  special  committee  appointed  by  his 
excellency,  the  governor,  to  visit  certain  state  institutions, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  said  committee  entered  npon  its 
duties  on  the  ^9th  dav  ef  December,  1884,  by  visiting  the 
institution  for  the  eaucation  of  the  blind,  at  Janesville. 
There  were  sixty  pupils  either  wholly  or  partially  blind, 
under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Little,  the  superintendent, 
and  steward  and  twelve  assistants  and  teachers.  There 
were  also  engaged  fifteen  employes.  We  found  the  build- 
ings, fences  and  grounds  in  good  condition,  the  stock  well 
cared  for.  The  main  buildings  are  comparatively  new,  and 
among  the  safest  and  best  built  structures  owned  by  the 
state.  They  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  gas 
made  from  gasoline.  The  boilers,  workshops,  barns,  ice- 
house, sheds  and  laundry  are  separated  from  the  main 
buildings,  thus  promoting  safety  and  neatness. 

The  kitchens,  store-houses  and  Jaundry  were  found  to  be 
sweet  and  clean,  the  food  of  fair  variety,  and  good 
quality,  and  well  cooked.  A  kindergarten  has 
been  established  and  seems  to  be  a  source  of  delight  and 
profit  to  the  smaller  children.  Our  examination  of  classes 
satisfied  us  that  blind  folks  may  be  good  scholars.  We 
were  especially  gratified  with  the  class  in  mental  arithmetic 
and  in  the  constitution  of  our  state. 

Instrumental  music  continues  to  receive  large  attention. 
Many  graduates  have  gone  out  from  this  school,  to  hold 
honorable  and  profitable  places  as  music  teachers.  The  in- 
dustries mamly  taught  here  are  carpet  weaving  and  chair 
seating.  Samples  of  the  work  have  been  sent  to  the  New 
Orleans  exposition.  The  pupils  have  enjoyed  excellent 
heakh.  The  grounds  are  very  neatly  kept,  and  in  summer 
time  must  be  very  attractive. 

We  may  say  without  disparity  to  other  teachers  in  this  or 
other  state  schools,  that  Mrs.  Little  has  an  earnest  affec- 
tion for  her  unfortunate  pupils.  While  they  in  return  seem 
to  regard  her  not  only  as  an  instructor,  or  guardian,  but  as 
an  older  sister  or  mother.  The  institution  nas  the  air  of  a 
roomy,  comfortable  home.  We  recommend  that  the 
name  of  this  institution  be  changed  to  *'the  Wis- 
consin School  for  the  Blind,''  as  a  more 
appropriate  title  than  the  present  one. 

THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB  INSTITUTE. 

We  next  visited  the  institution  for  the  education  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  at  Delavan,  in  charge  of  Prof.  J. W.  Swiler,who  acts 
as  superintendent  and  steward.  The  pay  rolls  show  a  force 
of  fourteen  officers  and  teachers  and  sixteen  employes,  and 
two  hundred  and  eight  pupils,  an  increase  of  seventeen  over 
the  number  of  two  years  ago.    The  buildings  are- mostly  ^ 
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new,  and  in  good  condition,  and  receive  good  care.  There 
are  some  old  buildings  which  are  used  for  printing  offices, 
dormitories  and  work  shops.  These  must  before  many  years 
be  replaced  by  better  and  warmer  ones.  The  fences  and 
grounds  are  in  good  shape.  These  buildings  are  all  heated 
by  steam  and  lighted  by  gasoline  gas.  Some  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  way  of  fire  escapes.  All  the  sleep- 
ing rooms  are  well  ventilated,  clean  and  pleasant. 

The  pupils  are  generally  bright,  cheerful,  active  lads  and 
lasses,  full  of  life  and  zeal.  They  may  not  hear  what  is 
said,  or  answer  if  spoken  to,  but  they  have  a  keen  interest 
in  everything  which  goes  on  about  them.  They  gather 
whole  sheaves  of  information  from  the  slightest  of  words, 
looks  or  gestures.    They  see  everything. 

There  is  no  modern  machinery  in  the  shoe  shop.  The 
old  fashioned  kind  of  shoe  making  is  taught  here.  The 
boys  who  engage  in  this  trade  become  expert  shoe  makers 
and  cobblers.  The  students  edit  and  publish  a  very  reada- 
ble newspaper.  They  become  expert  type-setters.  A  fine 
platoon  of  mfantry  has  been  formed  here.  Of  course  it  is 
of  no  practical  use  in  the  field,  but  by  the  drill  the  members 
have  acquired  an  erect  carriage,  precise  step,  and  a  sol- 
dierly bearing  which  would  do  credit  to  a  company  of  vet- 
erans. All  the  boys  should  get  this  drill.  We  believe  the 
course  of  study  here  and  the  opportunity  of  learning  a 
trade  is  good.  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  most  excellent. 
In  our  visit  to  various  rooms  we  paid  especial  attention  to  the 
two  classes  which  were  receiving  instruction  in  the  method 
of  articulation.  A  method  by  which  the  lips  and  other  fea- 
tures of  the  face  are  used  to  convey  ideas,  instead  of  the 
fingers,  and  by  which  it  is  sought  to  induce  the  pupils  to 
employ  the  organs  of  speech  in  expressing  their  thoughts. 
We  do  not  speak  with  confidence  in  our  judgment,  as  to  the 
result  of  such  effort,  but  we  cannot  forbear  expressing 
the  belief,  that  the  larger  part  of  the  inmates 
of  this  school,  can  and  will  use  the  well  established  sign 
language  with  more  comfort  and  satisfaction  to  themselves 
and  those  about  them,  than  they  can  learn  to  receive  and 
convey  ideas  by  the  use  of  the  new  method,  which  in  many 
casps  brings  out  very  unnatural  and  unpleasant  voices  and 
grimaces.  We  commended  the  classes  for  their  good  hand 
writing,  spelling  and  composition  as  well  as  their  progress 
in  other  studies.  For  some  reason  which  we  cannot  explain 
the  two  large  boilers  used  for  heating  buildings,  were  placed 
in  the  basement  of  the  buildings  occupied  as  a  hospital,  dorm- 
itory and  laundry  and  which  is  connected  with  the  main 
building  which  is  occupied  as  offices,  living  rooms,  dorm- 
itory, etc.  These  boilers  should  be  moved  away  to  a  safer 
place.  We  recommend  the  erection  of  a  new  building  at  a 
short  distance  from  the  present  one,  which  shall  be  occupied 
as  a  boiler  house  and  laundry.  If  this  is  done,  the  present 
boiler  house  and  laundry  can  be  used  for  the  accommodation 

jgle 
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of  more  pupils  as  the  school  increases.  We  regard  it  as 
quite  dangerous  to  allow  the  boilers  to  remain  where  they 
are.  The  institution  needs  a  piece  of  land  adjoining  its 
present  site  on  the  north  and  between  it  and  Turtle  Creek, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  rights  of  sewerage  into  the  said 
creek,  and  for  the  use  of  stock  Kept  on  the  place.  We  regard 
this  as  a  pressing  necessity,  and  herewith  earnestly  recom- 
mend such  purchase.  We  also  recommend  that  the  name  of 
the  school  be  changed  to  "  The  Wisconsin  School  for  the 
Deaf  "  as  bein^  a  more  accurate  title  than  the  present  one. 
We  feel  justified  in  speaking  with  commendation  of  the 
school  and  its  superintendent  and  teachers. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

Our  visit  to  the  industrial  school  at  Waukesha  was  full  of 
interest. 

This  school  is  now  and  for  several  years  has  been  in 
charge  of  Jlr.  W.  H.  Sleep.  His  entire  force  consists  of 
twenty-one  assistants  and  teachers,  and  eighteen  employes. 
There  are  tw  o  hundred  and  ninety-three  boys  on  the  rolls. 

Originally  this  school  was  a  place  for  the  restraint  and 
discipline  of  bad  boys.  There  are  probably  a  few  bad  boys 
here  now,  but  generally  "^peakin^  we  think  they  have 
sinned  less  than  they  have  oeen  sinned  against.  Prior  to 
their  arrival  here,  many  of  them  had  no  homes  which  were 
worthy  of  that  name,  others  never  had  supervision  or  pro- 
tection save  such  as  they  received  while  at  large  in  the 
streets,  or  from  drunken  parents,  others  have  lost  one  or 
both  parents,  and  have  been  reluctantly  t^aken  into  the  fam- 
ily of  relatives  and  soon  became  objects  for  hard  work  and 
neglect,  until  feeling  that  they  were  disliked  and  were  not 
wdcome,  they  ran  away,  and  when  they  returned,  or 
were  caught,  the  fact  of  their  leaving  was  made  the  ground 
of  an  alleged  offense,  which  caused  their  transfer  to  this 
school.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  them  are  the  children  of  unhappy 
marriages. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  and  as  we  saw  them  engaged  in  their 
daily  labor  about  the  barns  and  stables,  attending  to  the 
cows,  hog^  and  horses,  or  in  the  bakery,  or  driving  teams,  or 
sawing  wood,  or  at  work  with  commendable  steadiness  on 
various  machines  in  the  shoe  shop  or  tailor  shop,  or  knitting 
or  cleaning  their  rooms,  washing  dishes,  making  beds,  at 
plajr  on  the  ice,  or  undergoing  discipline  in  the  house  of  cor- 
rection, or  at  school  (but  not  one  in  the  hospital),  we  should 
say  that  it  would  not  be  an  easy  task  to  pick  out  two  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three  young  fellows  who  show  more  of 
nerve,  dash  and  rough  untiring  energy  than  is  daily  shown 
by  these  boys. 

The  extreme  cold  weather  did  not  drive  them  under  cover. 
They  are  not  whining,  white-faced,  overfed  sickly  sons  of 
ease  and  luxury.  Digitized  by  Googk 
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Although  not  entirely  content  with  their  lot  and  station, 
they  face  the  inevitable  with  commendable  pluck.  We 
heard  no  profanity  or  vulgarity,  we  observed  obedi- 
ence, good  nature  and  courtesy.  They  do  not  take  to 
books  quite  as  kindly  as  they  do  to  work  or  play,  but  the  neat 
looking  farm  and  fences,  the  herd  of  sleek  cows,  as  well  as 
the  good  condition  of  other  stock,  the  well-filled  root  cellar 
andliay  loft,  the  general  tidy  appearance  about  house,  shop, 
farm  and  barn,  the  account  of  sales  of  boots  and  shoes, 
most  of  which  is  the  work  of  these  boys,  all  speak  more 
forcibly  than  we  can  of  the  good  effects  and  results  of  this 
school. 

These  boys  are  divided  into  eight  families;  each  family 
has  a  house  by  itself  and  a  matron.  The  boys  do  the  house- 
work under  the  charge  of  the  matron. 

Again  the  entire  school  is  divided  into  two  equal  parts; 
one  naif  works  in  the  forenoon,  the  other  half  is  at  school 
with  intervals  forplay;  in  the  afternoon  the  divisions  change 
places. 

We  found  fifteen  boys  undergoing  discipline  in  the  house 
of  correction.  Their  punishment  consists  in  being  separa- 
ted from  their  family  house  and  being  shut  up  when  not  at 
work  or  in  school.  They  get  no  play.  The  offense  of  which 
these  boys  were  guilty  was  an  effort  to  run  away.  Boy-like, 
they  seemed  more  annoyed  at  the  failure  of  their  plan  than 
at  the  punishment. 

All  of  those  with  whom  we  talked  said  that  they  preferred 
farming  to  any  other  employment.  We  believe  it  is  the  best 
work  for  them,  and  we  urgre  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of 
thirty-two  acres  adjoining  the  state  farm,  which  is  really 
needed,  and  which  improves  the  shape  of  the  farm,  and  will 
give  work  to  a  larger  number  of  boys. 

THE   STATE   PRISON. 

This  well  patronized  institution  continues  in  the  charge  of 
Col.  George  W.  Carter  as  warden  and  steward.  There  are 
twenty-five  officers  and  employes  and  four  hundred  and 
fifty-four  convicts,  of  whom  nine  are  females. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  condition;  the  health  of  the  in- 
mates excellent,  there  being  only  three  in  the  hospital  when 
we  were  there,  although  a  few  others  were  indisposed  in 
their  cells.  The  records  show  that  this  is  about  the  usual  health 
report.  Each  person  who  comes  there  under  sentence  is 
weighed  as  he  enters,  and  every  six  months  thereafter  and  a 
record  is  kept.  This  record  shows  that  a  majority  of  the 
inmates  gain  flesh,  a  hint  in  favor  of  regular  hours  and 
habits. 

The  food  is  plain  but  nutritious,  while,  beans,  meat  and 
molasses  are  served  in  tin  dishes,  yet  bread  is  offered,  so 
that  each  person  can  take  all  that  he  wants.  r^^^^T^ 
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We  found  the  cells,  halls,  store  rooms,  bakery  and  kitchen 
in  most  excellent  order,  and  the  whole  establishment  under 
good  discipline. 

The  system  of  grading  each  newcomer,  except  those  sen- 
tenced for  life,  so  that  he  shall  have  a  credit  which  he  can 
raise  or  lower  by  good  behavior,  has  been  productive  of  the 
best  results. 

The  workshops  are  now  the  most  interesting  feature  of 
the  prison. 

About  three  hundred  and  thirty  men  are  engaged  for  ten 
hours  each  day  upon  all  kinds  of  boots  and  shoes,  and, 
under  a  five  years'  contract  between  the  state  and  M.  D. 
Wells  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  whereby  the  state  receives  fifty 
cents  for  each  day's  work.  The  shops  are  large  and  com- 
fortable. 

The  best  kind  of  modern  machinery  is  driven  by  steam 
power. 

The  use  of  electric  light  makes  the  working  days  of  uni- 
form length.    The  men  at  work  are  quiet  and  attentive. 

Various  plans  have  been  tried  by  the  state  to  utilize  the 
convict  labor,  but  no  plan  has  given  such  good  results  as 
the  one  now  adopted. 

It  is  urged  by  some  that  the  state  does  wrong  in  allowing 
the  labor  of  convicts  to  be  hired  out  at  one-half  or  one-third 
the  price  usually  paid  for  workmen,  for  the  reason  that  such 
contracts  either  reduce  the  pay  of  the  honest  laborer  below 
living  wages  or  throw  him  out  of  work  entirely. 
Without  stopping  to  discuss  the  issue,  we  beg  to  suggest, 
that  most  of  the  prisoners  are  young  men  who  are  under- 
going punishment  for  comparatively  short  periods.  They 
are  residents  of  this  state,  and  when  their  service  is  ended 
at  the  prison,  they  will  return  to  their  homes  and  families 
and  become  again  a  part  of  the  body  politic. 

Any  course  of  treatment  towards  them  while  in  confine- 
ment, which  tends  to  debase  and  degrade  them,  to  lessen 
their  self-respect,  to  impair  their  ability  or  disposition  to 
earn  an  honest  living,  is  a  course  which  tends  to  make 
every  person's  life  and  property  unsafe,  which  tends  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  criminals,  and  the  amount  of   crime. 

Idleness  is  the  prolific  mother  of  all  vices  and  crimes.  A 
morbid  mind  in  an  idle  body  breeds  ruin. 

The  safety  of  the  state  demands  that  these  men  shall 
work  while  in  prison,  that  habits  of  industry  shall  be 
encouraged,  that  men  who  never  worked  six  full  days  in 
succession,  shall  be  taught  how  to  work  at  a  useful  trade, 
and  shall  know  from  experience  the  happiness  which  springs 
from  the  performance  of  an  honest  day's  task. 

This  institution  has  but  very  little  productive  land,  and 
only  twenty -four  acres  in  all.  Apiece  of  land  for  pasturage 
of  cows,  for  garden  purposes,  would  be  a  ])rofitable  invest- 
ment, and  it  is  also  needed  as  a  place  of  refuge  and  safety^ 
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in  case  any  contagious  disease  should  break  out  in  the 
prison.  We  examined  several  pieces  of  land,  and  found  it 
all  held  at  high  prices.  We  advise  that  four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  purqhase  of  land. 

NORTHERN  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  Northern  Hospital  for  the  insane  is  now  in  charge  of 
R.  M.  Wigginton,  M.  D. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit,  there  were  six  hundred  and 
twenty-one  patients  on  the  rolls,  five  assistant  officers  in- 
cluding physicians,  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen  employes. 
We  went  at  will  through  the  entire  buildings  and  over  the 
farm.  The  fire  which  did  much  damage  to  the  boiler-house 
and  laundry,  has  '  left  its  unsightly  marks  on  a  portion  of 
the  buildings  and  has  disarranged  the  usual  sytem  of  work. 

We  visited  all  the  wards  ana  talked  with  the  attendants 
and  tried  to  ascertain  if  any  thing  further  was  needed,  to 
increase  the  comfort  of  the  inmates.  We  feel  satisfied  that 
Dr.  Wigginton  takes  an  earnest  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
those  in  his  charge,  and  that  the  people  of  this  state  may  be 
certain  that  this  new  hospital  is^a  safe  and  comfortable  home 
for  those  who  are  brought  within  its  walls. 

Magazines,  papers,  pictures,  are  in  reach  of  those  who  care 
for  them.  Means  of  recreations  are  provided.  We  wit- 
nessed a  very  pleasant  dancing  party  here  in  which  visitors, 
employes  and  msane  took  part.  The  music  which  was  very 
fine,  was  furnished  mostly  by  the  inmates.  Our  visit  to  the 
cellars  and  barns  showed  that  farming  is  a  business  and  not 
a  pastime  at  this  institution.  The  stock  was  in  very  fine 
order;  the  cellars  well  filled. 

The  farm  is  decreasing  in  size  by  reason  of  the  inroads 
made  by  lake  Winnebago. 

The  unfortunate  persons  who  pass  their  lives  here,  enjoy 
this  out  door  work  and  have  really  achieved  commendable 
results.  A  tract  of  about  sixty-five  acres  adjoining  the  farm 
on  the  north  can  be  purchased  at  about  ninety  dollars  an 
acre.  We  think  it  is  wise  foresight  to  make  that  purchase 
now  and  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  five  thous- 
and and  seven  hundred  dollars,  for  that  purpose. 

WISCONSIN  STATE   HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  Madison  asylum  for  the  insane  has  been  in  charge  of 
Dr.  S.  B.  Buckmaster,  since  July  1st,  1884.  There  are  five 
hundred  and  fourteen  inmates,  besides  the  six  officers  and 
ninety  servants  and  employes. 

The  grounds,  fences,  tools,  stock,  barns  and  cellars  are  kept 
in  the  best  of  order.    The  hospital  itself,  is  located  so  as  to 
secure  to  the  inmates  a  sunny  and  beautiful  view  of  lake, 
forest  and  city.    The  rooms  and  furniture  are  neat  and  well  2 
ventilated.    And  someiiOf  them  are  made  still  more  cheerful 
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by  the  presence  of  flowers  and  pictures.  The  ladies  have  an 
elegant  new  piano,  which  they  purchased  by  the  avails  of 
their  handiwork.  / 

We  do  not  see  how  insane  people  could  be  made  more 
comfortable.  The  attendants  here  as  well  as  at  the  northern 
hospital  appear  to  be  patient  and  attentive. 

Tne  superintendent  appears  to  be  earnestly  interested  in 
his  patients  and  in  the  success  of  the  hospital. 

In  1876,  four  large  iron  water  tanks  were  placed  in  the  gar- 
ret or  loft  of  the  main  central  compartment  of  the  hospital 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  whole  plant  with  water, 
which  is  forced  into  them  from  the  lake. 

These  tanks,  when  full,  weigh  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
tons  as  we  are  informed. 

The  walls  of  the  building  upon  which  these  tanks  resi,  were 
never  intended  to  carry  such  a  weight;  they  are  hollow 
partition-walls  containing  doors  and  flues.  Under  this 
great  weight  the  walls  are  showing  signs  of  weakness; 
cracks  are  appearing.  To  make  the  danger  still  greater, 
there  is  an  immense  iron  balcony  which  is  fastened  to  the 
front  wall  and  without  the  least  support  upon  the  ground 
We  believe  the  front  part  of  the  main  building  under  these 
tanks,  and  to  which  the  heavy  iron  balcony  is  attached,  is 
in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  recommend  that  pillars  be 

S laced  under  the  balcony,  and  that  the  water  tanks  be  taken 
own  and  a  stand.pipe  be  erected  at  a  short  distance  from 
the  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water,  and  for 
this  object  we  advise  an' appropriation  in  conformity  to  the 
estimates  of  the  board  of  supervision. 

Finally,  we  examined  all  the  books  and  records  and  ac- 
counts kept  at  the  several  institutions  as  well  as  the  set  kept 
at  the  central  office  in  the  capitol.  We  looked  at  the  modes 
of  purchase,  the  manner  of  auditing  accounts,  of  paying 
bills,  as  allowed,  the  guards  against  defalcation  or  aishon- 
esty,  manner  of  making  estimates,  and  so  forth.  We  think 
it  would  be  better  if  the  board  of  supervision  bought  certain 
classes  of  goods,  such  as  cotton  and  woolen  goods  and  boots 
and  shoes  for  all  of  the  institutions,  in  bulk,  instead  of 
allowing  the  respective  stewards  to  purchase.  This  has  been 
done  in  the  purchase  of  coal.  We  feel  safe  in  saying  that 
these  institutions  are  well  and  economically  managed,  that 
the  inmates  receive  good  treatment,  ^ood  food  and  clothing, 
that  these  grounds,  buildings  and  equipments  are  fully  cared 
for.  We  believe  that  the  board  of  supervision  has  proved  a 
success  to  the  state  and  a  benefit  to  its  unfortunate  and 
erring  wards.

FROM  STATE  PRISON. 

Andrew^  J.  Odell. — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Walworth  county,  September  21, 1876,  of  rape  and  sentenced 
to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  twelve  years.  Pardon  granted 
January  18th,  1883,  for  the  reason  that  it  appears  the  pris- 
oner had  been  sufficiently  punished;  adding  credit  for  good 
conduct,  he  has  served  nine  years  of  his  sentence,  leaving 
only  some  eighteen  months  yet  to  serve.  He  was  a  soldier 
in  the  late  war  and  served  three  years  in  defense  of  his 
country.  Pardon  asked  for  by  a  large  number  of  citizens 
from  the  home  of  the  prisoner. 

John  Schmidt. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Milwaukee  county,  September  27th,  1881,  of  assault  with  in- 
tent to  kill  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  three  years.  Pardoned  January  23d,  1883,  because  it  ap- 
pears the  punishment  endured  has  had  the  effect  of  as  full  a 
reformation  as  could  be  desired.  He  has  not  a  strong  mind 
and  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  his  entire  responsibility.  Par- 
don reciuested  by  many  prominent  citizens  of  Milwaukee, 
including  the  chief -of -police  and  many  other  city  officers. 

James  Connelly,  Jr. — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court 
for  Crawford  county,  November  21st,  1881,  of  manslaughter 
in  the  third  degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
state  prison  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  Jan- 
uary 23, 1883,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  shown  that  the  killing 
was  accidental,  and  that  at  no  time  during  an  acquaintance 
and  friendship  of  Jmany  years,  no  ill-will  or  malice  existed 
between  them.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge  who 
sentenced  him. 

Clinton  Gibbs.— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Shawano  county,  January  17, 1883,  of  assault  with  intent  to 
rape  and  sentenced  to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  eight  years. 
Pardoned  January  30, 1883,  for  the  reason  that  subsequent 
developments  show  that  the  crime  charged  was  not  commit- 
ted. Pardon  recommended  bv  the  board  of  supervisors,  the 
district  attorney  and  judge  who  tried  him. 

Henry  L.  Phillips. — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Rock  county,  November  22, 1880,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  four  years  and 
six  months.  Pardon  granted  March  2d,  1883,  for  the  the  rea- 
son thai  it  is  believed  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficientljr  pun- 
ished.   Pardon  recommended  by  many  prominent  citizens^ 
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of  Rock  county,  including  the  senator  and  member  of  as- 
sembly. 

Albert  C.  RouNDY.—Convicted  before  the  circuit  court 
of  Marquette  county,  June  J33, 1882,  of  arson,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
Pardoned  March  2, 1883  for  the  reason  that  it  appears  from 
the  statement  of  the  district  attorney  and  circuit  judge  that 
the  prisoner  is  an  old  man,  weak  physically  and  mentally 
and  was  incited  to  the  crime  by  another  who  is  really  the 
guilty  party.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge,  district 
attorney  and  ten  of  the  jurors. 

James  W.  Clark.—  Convicted  before  the  county  court  of 
Grant  county.  May  5th,  1882,  of  adultery  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  one  year 
and  six  months.  Pardon  granted  March  12th,  1883,  for  the 
reason  that  it  appears  the  prisoner  had  no  intent  to  conmiit 
a  crime  and  upon  being  charged  with  the  offense  appeared 
before  the  court  and  plead  guilty.  Is  a  crippled  soldier  and 
has  three  little  children  dependent  upon  him.  Recommended 
by  all  citizens  familiar  with  the  case. 

John  Hogax. — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Mani- 
towoc county,  March  9th,  1874,  of  murder  in  the  second  de- 
free  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  life, 
ardon  granted  April  5th,  1883,  for  the  following  reason: 
The  prisoner  was  upon  two  trials  convicted  of  murier  in 
the  second  degree.,  and  prior  to  his  sentence  had  endured 
three  years  imprisonment.  Giving  credit  for  good  conduct, 
he  has  now  served  over  seventeen  years.  At  the  time  of  the 
conviction  the  penalty  for  this  crime  was  imprisonment  for 
life;  it  was  subsequently  changed  to  a  term  sentence  rang- 
ing from  fourteen  to  twenty-tive  years,  and  the  prisoner  is 
given  the  benefit  of  this  law.  Irardon  recommended  by 
many  prominent  citizens  of  Manitowoc  county. 

George  E.  Groom. —  Convicted  before  the  county  court, 
for  Grant  county,  June  25th,  1881,  of  manslaughter,  and  sen- 
tenced to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Pardoned 
April  Gth,  1883  for  the  reason  that  it  appeared  that  longer 
confinement  is  not  necessary  to  secure  the  ends  of  justice. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge,  district  attorney  and 
members  of  the  legislature  from  Grant  county. 

Edward  Labart. — ^^Convicted  before  the  county  court  of 
Brown  county,  February  14th  188^,  of  the  crime  of  burglary, 
and  sentenced  to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Par- 
don granted  April  18th,  1883,  because  it  appears  the  offense 
for  which  the  young  man  was  imprisoned,  was  committed 
in  a  spirit  of  mischief  rather  than  crime.  Pardon  recom- 
mended by  the  district  attorney,  judge  and  complaining 
witness. 

Aug L ST  BoELsiNG. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Dane  county,  January  6, 1883,  of  polygamy  and  sentenced 
to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  two  years.      Pardongranted 
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July  12,  ]  883,  for  the  reason  that  new  testimony  shows  the 
prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  charged, 

Andrew  Next.— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Green  Lake  county,  July  5,  1881,  of  manslaughter  in  the 
second  degree  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  the  term  of  five  years.  Pardon  granted  August  18, 1883, 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  represented  this  man  committed  the 
crime  under  great  fear  of  the  safety  of  his  own  life.  Pardon 
asked  for  by  the  judge,  eleven  of  the  jurors  and  a  large 
number  of  citizens,  including  the  relatives  of  the  deceased. 

George  Foss— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Eau 
Claire  county,  September  28th  ia81,  of  forgery  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  m  state  prison  for  the  term  of  three  years 
and  SIX  months.  Pardon  granted  December  14th,  1883,  be- 
cause it  is  believed  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  fully  met 
by  the  imprisonment  already  endured.  His  term  of  sen- 
tence had  nearly  expired.  Pardon  recommended  by  the 
mayor,  common  council  and  many  citizens  of  Eau  Claire. 

John  Gallatin.— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Winnebago  county,  December,  14th,  1875,  of  manslaughter 
in  the  first  degree  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state 
prison  for  a  term  of  twentv  years.  Pardon  granted  January 
11th,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  the  penalty  fixed  by  law  at  the 
time  the  prisoner  was  convicted  was  unlimited.  The  present 
statute  limits  the  penalty  to  ten  years,  and  the  prisoner  hav- 
ing served  a  longer  period  than  the  maximum  punishment 
now  allowed  he  is  now  released.  Pardon  recommended  by 
the  judge  and  jury. 

Patrick  Battle — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Grant  county,  September  19th,  1883,  of  manslaughter  in  the 
fourth  degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  the  term  of  one  year.  Pardon  granted  January  11th,  1884, 
for  the  reason  that  his  release  was  strongly  urged  by  the  en- 
tire neighborhood  where  the  crime  was  committed  and 
where  he  resided.  The  judge  in  his  letter  says  there  was  no 
premeditated  plan  or  understanding  to  commit  the  crime; 
that  it  was  done  under  the  impulse  of  the  moment  by  either 
Patrick  Battle  or  John  Judge;  but  which  was  guilty  did  not 
appear  on  the  trial.  Since  the  trial,  however,  it  has  been 
shown  that  Battle's  gun  remained  loaded  during  the  affray. 
This  disclosure  entitles  the  prisoner  to  release. 

John  M.  Conway. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Green  county,  March  17,  1883,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Par- 
don granted  January  22,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
believed  the  law  has  oeen  amply  vindicated  and  the  prisoner 
sufficiently  punished  to  effect  a  complete  reformation. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  district  attorney,  county  judge, 
county  ofiScers  and  many  citizens  of  Green  county.  His 
term  of  sentence  would  have  expired  in  six  weeks. 

Timothy  Nagle.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Milwaukee  county,  September  30th,  1882,  of  assault  with 
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intenj;  to  kill,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  a  term  of  five  years.  Pardon  granted  February  23rd, 
1884,  for  the  reason  that  the  prisoner  is  quite  young  and  was 
led  into  difficulty  by  a  woman  of  bad  cnaracter.  While  in 
a  drunken  spree  he  shot  at,  but  did  not  hit  her.  It  is 
believed  he  has  received  sufficient  punishment.  Pardon 
recommended  by  the  district  attorney,  eight  of  the  jurors 
and  many  citizens  of  Milwaukee. 

Ira  Patch.— Convicted  before  the  county  court  of  La  Fay- 
ette county,  October  22,  1882,  of  burglary  and  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  Pardon  granted  March  8,  1884,  for  the  reason 
that  the  young  man  was  led  into  this  crime  by  older  associ- 
ates. It  is  believed  ho  has  been  sufficiently  punished. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge,  district  attorney,  com- 
plaining witness  and  many  citizens  of  La  Fayette  county. 

Edwin  C.  Harvey. — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Columbia  county  December  28, 1882,  of  burglary,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  three 
f^ears.  Pardon  granted  March  14,  1884,  because  it  is  be- 
ieved  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  Had  the 
law  permitted  he  would  have  received  a  lighter  sentence. 
Paraon  recommended  by  the  judge  and  all  the  jurors,  and 
many  citizens  of  Columbia  count  v. 

John  Bickford. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county  April  3, 1883,  of  horse-stealing  and  sentenced 
to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  six  years  and  six  months.  Pardon 
granted  March  31,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  the  man  was  in- 
sane and  had  escaped  from  the  state  hospital  when  the 
offense  was  committed.  He  was  by  order  of  the  state  board 
of  supervision  transferred  to  the  state  hospital  where  he  is 
being  treated. 

Lewis  Iverson. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county  May  7,  1883,  of  assault  with  intent  to  do  great 
bodily  harm  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Pardon  granted  April  11,  1884, 
for  the  reason  that  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished  The 
judge  writes:  "  Newly  discovered  evidence  satisfies  me  that 
there  were  extenuating  circumstances  mitigating  the  off  ense 
of  which  he  was  found  guilty.  I  am  now  well  satisfied  that 
he  has  been  sufficiently  punished.''  Pardon  also  asked  by  the 
district  attorney. 

J.  H.  BoLTE. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Rock  county,  April  24,  1883,  of  forgery  and  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  three 
months.  Pardon  granted  April  24th,  1884,  for  the  reason 
that  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  The  judge  who 
sentenced  him  writes:  "  I  believe  Bolte  has  been  sufficiently 
punished  and  ought  to  receive  an  unconditional  pardon." 
The  district  attorney  writes:  "  It  is  my  judgment  that  he 
has  received  all  the  benefit  that  he  can  from  punishment, 
and  that  justice  will  be  promoted  by  his  pardon."  ^  ' 
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John  Morgan. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Eau  Claire  county,  April  12th,  1882,  of  manslaughter  in  the 
third  degree,  and  sentenced  to  state  prison  for  a  term  of 
three  years»  Pardoned  June  9,  1884,  for  the  reason  that 
there  are  doubts  as  to  the  guilt  of  the  prisoner.  It  is  believed 
by  many  that  the  act  of  the  defendant  was  justifiable. 
There  is  also  a  question  whether  death  was  caused  by  a  dis- 
ease or  by  the  wound.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge, 
district  attorney  and  a  majority  of  the  jury,  and  the  gov- 
ernor and  chief  justice  of  Maine,  of  which  state  the  prisoner 
was  a  citizen. 

James  E.  Santery.— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Eau  Claire  county,  April  22, 1882,  of  larceny  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
Pardon  granted  June  14, 1884,  for  the  reason  that  the  prisoner 
is  represented  to  be  very  weak  mentally  and  not  entirely 
responsible  for  this  offense.  Pardon  recommended  by  the 
judge  and  district  attorney. 

William  Blackman. —  Convicted  before  the  municipal 
court  for  Dane  county,  September  23,  1882,  of  burglary  and 
sentenced  to  state  prison  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Pardon 
granted  June  24, 1884,  for  the  reason  that  the  prisoner  is  af- 
flicted with  consumption.  The  prison  physician  certifies, 
"  there  is  no  possible  chance  of  his  ever  being  any  better,  in 
fact  will  live  but  few  weeks  at  best."  The  statement  of  the 
physician  is  corroborated  by  members^  of  the  state  board  of 
supervision. 

Nels  Dregswald. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Dane  county.  May  7,  188:5,  of  assault  with  intent  to 
commit  great  bodily  harm,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  six  months. 
Pardon  granted  July  3,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  the  offense 
was  committed  in  a  drunken  row  in  which  others  partici- 
pated and  it  is  doubtful  who  committed  the  offense.  Par- 
don recommended  by  the  judge  and  many  citizens. 

Charles  E.  Blodget. — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court 
of  Portage  county,  March  22,  1884,  of  embezzlement  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  two 
years.  Pardoned  September  2:3,  18K4,  for  the  reason  that  he 
has  been  sufficiently  punished.  The  district  attorney  says 
it  is  somewhat  doubtful  if  he  intended  to  commit  embezzle- 
ment or  in  fact  any  other  crime.  Pardon  recommended  by 
the  judge,  district  attorney  and  many  residents  of  Stevens 
Point. 

Simeon  B.  Rhodes. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court 
of  Monroe  county,  April  17,  1884,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Pardon  granted  October  23,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  the 
offense  was  light,  and  it  is  believed  he  has  been  sufficiently 
punished.    Recommended  by  the  judge  and  district  attorney. 
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FROM  COUNTY  JAILS. 

Frederica  Illgen.— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Dane  county,  December  9th,  1882,  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery, and  sentenced  to  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  four 
months.  Pardoned  January  5, 1883,  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
believed  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  being 
in  ill  health  and  suffering  severely  from  frozen  feet  and 
having  already  served  thirty -seven  days'  imprisonment  for 
what  does  not  seem  to  be  an  aggravated  assault. 

Seymour  Mace. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  for 
Dane  county,  January  6th,  1883,  of  assault  upon  an  inmate 
of  the  Wisconsin  state  hospital,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine 
of  $100  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  pot  to  exceed  four  months. 
Conditional  pardon  granted  January  15th,  1883,  aftei  pay- 
ment of  all  costs,  for  the  reason  that  the  prisoner  is  unable 
to  pay  the  fine  and  because  his  confinement  brings  distress 
and  hardship  upon  his  aged  parents.  Pardon  recommended 
by  the  judge. 

— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county,  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1882,  of  malicious 
trespass  and  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  county  jail  for 
a  term  of  three  months.  Pardon  granted  February  15, 1883, 
for  the  reason  that  the  city  physician  thinks  longer  confine- 
ment would  endanger  his  life. 

Charles  Rarenstein  —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court 
for  Walworth  county,  February  19th,  1883,  of  malicious 
mischief,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  term  of  120  days.  Pardon  granted  for  the  reason  that 
the  wife  of  the  prisoner  was  in  a  dangerous  and  critical  con- 
dition of  mind,  caused  by  the  incarceration  of  her  husband, 
and  having  recently  given  birth  to  a  child,  and  it  being  rep- 
resented by  the  justice  that  imposed  the  sentence,  and  the 
doctor,  that  pardon  was  necessary  to  save  the  life  of  the 
wife  or  prevent  her  becoming  permanently  insane. 

Andrew  Dillge  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
for  Dane  county,  April  6, 1883  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  of  $30  and  costs  and  in  default  of  payment  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  three 
months.  Pardon  granted  April  18th,  for  the  reason  that 
since  the  trial  facts  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  jury 
which  induce  them  to  believe  that  the  prisoner  is  not  guilty 
of  the  offense  charged  and  had  they  known  the  facts  at  the 
trial  would  not  have  found  him  guilty. 

M.  E.  Emerson  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Dane  county,  December  4, 1882,  of  extortion  and  sentenced 
on  the  9th  day  of  April  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
of  Dane  county  for  a  term  of  thirty  days.  Pardon  granted 
April  IDth,  1883,  for  reason  of  old  age  and  failing  health. 
Pardon  recommended  by  many  citizens  of  Madison  and  Coi-QTp 
tage  Grove.  o 
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Carl  Hanson.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county,  March  21st,  of  assault  with  intent  to  do  great 
bodily  harm,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Pardon  granted  May  25th,  1883, 
for  the  reason  that  at  the  time  the  prisoner  was  sentenced 
it  was  agreed  by  the  judge  and  district  attorney  that  they 
would  join  in  a  petition  for  his  pardon.  The  prisoner  had 
always  been  a  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizen,  and  this 
offense  was  committed  when  he  was  crazed  with  drink. 
Pardon  was  granted  upon  condition  that  he  refrain  from 
becoming  intoxicated.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge 
and  district  attorney. 

Thomas  King — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county,  August  20th,  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  three 
months.  Pardon  granted  October  22nd,  1883,  for  the  reason 
that  his  wife  has  abandoned  his  five  little  children  and  they 
need  his  care  and  support.  Pardon  recommended  by  the 
county  judge,  deputy  sheriff,  county  clerk^^  and  clerk  of  .the 
circuit  court. 

James  Murray  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Rock  county,  February  IGth,  of  assault  with  intent  to  do 
great  bodily  harm,  ana  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Rock  county  jail  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Pardoned  October 
24th,  1883,  for  the  reason  that  it  appears  the  prisoner  acted 
in  self-defense.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge,  city 
officers  and  many  prominent  citizens  of  Janesville. 

Thomas  Barry. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county  January  12, 1884,  of  assault  with  intent  to  do 
great  bodily  harm,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $250  and 
costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  six  months.  Pardon 
granted  March  4th,  1884,  upon  condition  that  he  refrain  from 
becoming  intoxicated,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  believed  the 
prisoner  nas  been  suflficientljr  punished. 

SiNGFRED  ScHAFER. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Dane  county  November  3d,  1883,  of  embezzlement,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of 
eight  months.  Pardon  granted  March  5th,  1884,  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  was  represented  there  was  no  intent  to  defraud, 
and  that  under  the  circumstances  he  has  been  sufficiently 
punished.  Pardon  recommended  by  many  prominent  citi- 
zens of  Madison. 

Robert  Quinn. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county,  January  15th,  1884,  of  assault,  and  sentenced 
to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  and  cost  of  prosecution  and  in  default 
of  payment  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of 
six  months.  Pardon  granted  May  20th,  1884,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  believed  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  He 
suffered  two  months'  imprisonment  prior  to  his  sentence;  he 
has  since  served  four  months,  and  is  now  released^  after^six 
months'  actual  confinement.  ^OOglC 
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R.  J.  Wilson. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county,  July  28th,  1884,  of  adultery,  and  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  of  8200  and  costs,  all  amounting  to  $513.38,  and  in 
default  of  payment  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a 
term  of  three  months.  Pardon  granted  September  12th, 
1884,  because  of  his  failing  health,  and  the  ends  of  justice 
seem  fully  satisfied.  Pardon  recommended  by  prison  physi- 
cian and  municipal  judge. 

Martin  Ross. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county,  August  9,  1884,  of  assault  and  battery,  and 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  and  cost,  and  in  default  of 
payment  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to 
exceed  six  months.  Sentence  commuted  September  12, 1884, 
to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  for  the  reason  that 
new  testimony  has  come  to  light  tending  much  to  mitigate  the 
offense,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  is  sufficient  punishment.

His  pardon  is  urged  by  the  judge, 
jury  and  district  attorney,  and  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of 
Milwaukee.  His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  excellent,  and 
applying  the  good  time  law,  his  term  of  sentence  would  soon 
expire. 

Leopold  Helfenbbin. — Convicted  before  the  municipal 
court  of  Milwaukee  county,  December  20th,  1882,  of  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction 
for  a  term  of  two  years.  Pardoned  September  15th,  1883,  for 
the  reason  that  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  complainant,  the  district  at- 
torney, and  other  prominent  citizens  of  Milwaukee. 

Eugene  Sullivan. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Milwaukee  county,  December  18, 1882,  of  breaking  and 
entering  a  store  building  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
the  house  of  correction  tor  a  term  of  two  years.  Pardon 
granted  January  3, 1884.  The  prisoner  is  only  seventeen 
years  of  age;  this  appears  to  be  his  first  offense  and  he  was  led 
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into  it  by  older  associates.  Pardon  recommended  by  the 
municipal  judge  and  many  citizens  of  Milwaukee. 

Charles  Dors. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Milwaukee  county  May  29th,  1882,  of  grand  larceny  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a 
term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  January  26,  1884,  for 
the  reason  that  it  appears  the  punishment  already  suffered 
has  fully  satisfied  the  ends  of  justice.  Pardon  asked  for  by 
the  complaining  witness  and  many  citizens  of  Milwaukee. 

Patrick  Devitt,  Jr.— Convicted  before  the  municipal 
court  of  Milwaukee  county,  March  15th,  1884,  of  burglary 
in  the  night  time  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
house  of  correction  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Pardon 
granted  May  2Gth,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  in  committing 
the  offense  he  received  a  wound  from  which  he  will  in  all 
probability  suffer  during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  and 
which  in  itself  seems  adequate  punishment  for  the  crime. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge  and  district  attorney. 

Samuel  J.  Evans  —Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Milwaukee  county  February  13th,  1883,  of  embezzlement, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction 
for  a  term  of  two  years  -and  six  months.  Pardon  granted 
December  5th,  1884,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  believed  he  has 
been  sufficiently  punished.  His  release  was  asked  by  the 
district  attorney  and  complaining  witness. 

August  Blandowski  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal 
court  of  Milwaukee  county,  August  5, 1882,  of  uttering  a  forged 
check,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  cor- 
rection for  a  term  of  three  years.  Pardon  granted  Decem- 
ber 6, 1884,  for  the  reason  that  he  was  not  of  sound  mind. 
The  sentence  was  severe  and  he  had  nearly  served  his  time. 

FROM  THE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

Albert  Dittmab. — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court 
of  Milwaukee  county,  October  25th,  1882,  of  petit  larceny 
and  sentenced  to  the  industrial  school  for  boys  at  Waukesha 
until  he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Pardon 
granted  January  13th,  1883,  for  the  reason  that  it  appears 
there  was  no  intent  to  commit  an  offense  and  that  the  boy 
was  unduly  prosecuted,  and  the  case  seems  not  to  have  war- 
ranted such  severity.  Pardoned  upon  condition  that  he  be 
of  good  behavior.

On  behalf  of  the  Wisconsin  Phonological  Institute,  a  phi- 
lanthropbic  organization  comprising  00  members  and  an 
auxilary  laci  »s'  society  of  85  members,  devoted  to  the  im- 
provedj^e  lucation  and  more  rational  and  humane  treatment 
of  deaf  mutes,  I  ask  for  the  passage  of  bill  No.  2,  S.,  relating 
to  the  instruction  of  deaf  mutes  in  incorporated  cities  and 
villages,  in  day  schools,  constituting  a  part  of  the  public 
school  system. 

Our  society  has  given  inuclx  careful  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject and  is  deeply  interested  in  favor  of  the  measure.  The 
ends  at  which  it  aims,  constitute  the  sole  object  of  our  so- 
ciety, namely,  the  improvement  and  elevation  of  deaf-mutes, 
by  teaching  them  the  articulate  language  of  the  people  and 
by  keeping  them  in  constant  association  with  hearing  and 
speaking  people  during  the  period  of  education. 

We  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  provisions  made  by  the 
state  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  are  not  only  inadequate, 
but  that  they  are  open  to  grave  scientific  objections  as  to  as- 
sociations and  methods,  and  do  not  conform  to  sound  prin- 
ciples of  public  policy  and  economy. 

We  most  earnestly  hope  that  the  legislature  will  in  its 
wisdom  adopt  the  measure.which  we  know  is  greatly  desired 
by  the  parents  and  friends  of  deaf  mutes  throughout  the 
state. 

The  wisdom  and  beneficence  of  the  measure  have  been 
proven  by  experience  in  our  own  and  in  other  countries,  and

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred 

No.  2,  S., 

A  bill  in  relation  to  the  instruction  of.  deaf  mutes  in  incor- 
porated cities  and  villages, 

In  recommending  the  same  for  passage  when  amended, 
desire  to  submit  some  of  the  reasons  which  induce  them  to 
favor  the  measure. 

His  excellency,  Governor  Rusk,  in  his  recent  message 
calls  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the  lar^e  number  of 
deaf  mutes  in  the  state  who  are  growing  up  in  ignorance, 
and  to  the  fact  that  existing  provisions  for  their  education 
are  inadequate.  He  adds  that  the  policy  of  the  state  and 
the  spirit  of  our  people  demand  for  this  evil  a  correction. 

The  bill  contemplates  a  modification  of  the  past  policy  of 
the  state,  by  providing  for  the  education  of  deaf-mutes  by 
extending  limited  aid  to  small  da}'-  schools  scattered  over 
the  state  at  convenient  points,  with  a  view  to  bringing  the 
deaf  more  generally  under  instruction,  at  an  earlier  age  and 
at  less  cost. 

The  measure  embodied  in  the  bill  is  in  pursuance  of  a 
recommendation  of  his  excellency  in  his  late  message,  urg- 
ing that  such  provision  for  the  education  of  deaf  mutes  be 
made.  The  state  board  of  supervision  in  their  biennial  re- 
port state  that  they  are  disposed  to  favor  the  measure,  and 
public  sentiment  seems  to  demand  it. 

The  day  schools  contemplated  by  the  bill  can  only  be 
opened,  and  aid  thereto  secured  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  state  board  of  supervision,  which  also  controls  the  state 
institntion  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  at  Delavan,  thus  securing 
harmonious  cooperation  between  the  day  schools  and  the 
Delavan  institution,  and  guarding  against  possible  abuses. 

The  qualifications  of  teachers  for  the  day  schools  will  be 
ascertained,  under  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  by  the  state 
superintendent,  thus  securing  through  that  officer  and  the 
state  board  of  supervision,  necessary  safeguards  against 
incompetent  teachers  and  inefficient  management. 

There  are  no  restrictionn  in  the  bill  as  to  methods  of  in- 
struction, thus  affording  liberty  to  test  by  results  the  com- 
parative merits  of  different  methods,  regarding  which  there 
seems  to  be  diversity  of  opinion. 

The  money  to  be  drawn  from  the  state  in  aid  of  day 
schools  for  deaf  mutes  is  limited  under  the  provisions  of  the 
bill  to  8100  per  capita,  for  nine  months'  instruction,  and  in 
that  proportion  for  shorter  terms,  and  can  only  be  obtained 
at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  which  the  instruction  is 
given,  by  complying  with'^the  strict  provisions  of  law. 

The  economy  of  the  measure  as  compared  with  the  cost  of 
educating  deaf-mutes  at  the  state  institution  at  Delavan  is 
very  marked  and  worthy  of  consideration;  but  the  chief 
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merit  of  the  measure  will,  we  think,  be  found  in  its  other 
features  of  utility. 

It  is,  we  think,  entirely  apparent  that  by  opening  day 
schools  at  or  near  their  homes,  the  education  of  deaf  chil- 
dren can  be  commenced  at  a  much  earlier  age  than  is  practi- 
cable under  existing  provisions,  thus  saving  valuable  time 
at  an  impressionable  and  important  period,  which  is  now 
too  frequently  worse  than  lost,  for  wane  of  the  discipline  of 
the  school. 

We  believe  it  to  be  equally  apparent  that  by  bringing  the 
school  and  the  home  into  closer  and  more  intimate  relations 
they  will  become  more  mutually  helpful  in  the  education, 
training  and  development  of  deaf  cnildren.  The  contem- 
plated local  schools  will  also  obviate  the  natural  and  proper 
objection  of  parents  to  sending  children  away  from  home, 
as  they  must,  to  educate  them  at  the  Delavan 
institution.  Such  separation,  especially  at  an  earlv 
age,    is    a    great    hardship    both    to    parent    and    child. 

It  is  a  violation  of  parental  and  lilial  ties,  injurious  to  the 
family  and  the  child,  that  tends  to  serious  evils.  Further- 
more the  proposed  day  schools,  if  connected  with  the  public 
schools,  as  seems  to  be  the  design,  will  do  away  with  the  ex- 
clusive association  of  deaf  mutes  with  one  another  during 
the  period  of  education  which,  on  many  grounds  we  are  led 
to  believe  is  objectionable. 

It  seems  evident  that  the  condition  in  such  day  schools 
will  be  most  favorable  to  the  cultivation  of  articulation  and 
speech-reading  without  which  the  deaf  are  in  a  great  meas- 
ure cut  off  from  communication  with  hearing  and  speaking 
people. 

The  desirability  of  teaching  as  many  deaf  mutes  co  speak 
as  possible  seems  unquestionable,  and  on  this  point  we  learn 
there  is  no  difference  of  opinion.  The  association  of  deaf 
children  with  their  hearing  and  speaking  fellows  by  means 
of  day  schools  connected  with  public  schools  will  un- 
doubtedly furnish  the  conditions  necessary  to  the  growth  of 
business  and  social  relations  in  adult  life,  and  will  lessen  the 
tendency  to  the  intermarriage  of  the  deaf.  Such  schools  are 
in  successful  operation  in  our  own  and  other  countries,  and 
the  plan  is  no  longer  an  experiment. 

Finally  the  adoption  of  this  measure  promises  to  relieve 
the  state  from  the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  Delavan  insti- 
tution, or  of  erecting  a  similar  one  in  another  locality;  and 
since  deaf  children  attending  the  day  school  will  generally 
live  at  home,  the  state  will  not  be  called  upon  to  provide  for 
their  support  which  is  a  heavy  item  of  cost  in  an  institu- 
tion. 

After  duly  considering  the  subject  in  its  various  bearings, 
we  have  failed  to  discover  any  valid  objection  to  the  meas- 
ure, but  find  that  it  presents  so  many  strong  claims  to  favor, 
that  we  live  constrained  to  recommend  its  adoption,  as  being 
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eminently  wise,  just  and  humane  and  as  promising  the  most 
beneficent  and  desirable  results.

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MEMORIAL   TO    CONGRESS   FOR   THE  IMPROVEMENT  OP  THE  FOX 
AND  WISCONSIN  RIVERS. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled :  The  me- 
morial of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  respect- 
fully represents  that  the  agitation  favoring  the  improvement 
of  these  rivers  commenced  long  prior  to  the  ordinance  of 
1787,  which  declares  that  the  navigable  waters  leading  into 
the  Mississippi  and  the  St.  Lawrence^  and  the  carrying 
places  between  the  same  are  public  highways, 
forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  of  every  state. 
A  similar  provision  was  embodied  in  the  law  of  congress 
organizing  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,  an  in  the  law  of  con- 
gress admitting  Wisconsin  into  the  union  as  a  state.  It  was 
recommended  to  congress  in  1838,  by  Joel  R.  Poinsett,  sec- 
retary of  war,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  transporting 
of  troops  and  munitions  of  war  designed  for  the  western 
frontier  of  the  United  States,  and  in  1839.  under  his  direction, 
a  preliminary  survey  was  made  by  Col.  Cram,  of  the  topo- 
graphical engineers.  In  1846,  1854  and  1855,  grants 
of  land  were  made  by  congress  in  aid  of  it.  Its 
importance  is  declared  in  the  resolutions  of  nearly  all  of 
the  commercial,  freight  and  river  improvement  conventions 
held  in  the  northwest,  including  the  conventions  held  at 
Chicago,  in  1863,  at  Dubuque,  in  1866,  at  St.  Louis,  in  1867,  at 
Keokuk  and  at  Louisville,  in  ]869.  It  is  urged  upon  con- 
gress by  memorials  of  the  legislatures  of  Wisconsin,  Iowa, 
Illinois  and  Minnesota.  In  1870,  the  governors  of  Missouri, 
New  York,  Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Minnesota  made 
special  mention  of  it  in  their  messages  to  the  legis- 
latures of  their  several  states,  the  governor  of  Iowa 
sending  in  a  special  message  on  the  subject.  The  legisla- 
ture of  Wisconsin  memorialized  congress  in  favor  of  the 
work,  advocating  its  importance  to  the  farmers  of  the  north- 
west, by  memorial  No.  16,  approved  February  ill,  1871. 
Again,  the  s*ucceeding  year,  by  memorial  No.  2,  approved 
February  2,  1872.  Again,  in  1873,  by  memorial  No.  4,  ap- 
proved March  12, 1873  (the  latter  more  particularly  confined 
to  the  eastern  end  of  the  water  route).  Again,  in  1874,  by 
memorial  No.  13,  approved  March  3, 1874.  Again,  in  1875, 
by  memorial  No.  3,  approved  February  17,  1875.  Again,  in 
1876,  by  joint  resolution  No.  6,  approved  March  6,  1876,  re- 
questing the  governor  to  invite  the  governors  of  the 
states  of  Iowa  and  Minnesota  to  unite  in  calling  a  conven- 
tion, among  other  things,  "to  consider  the  importance  to  the 
whole  country  of  the  early  completion  of  the  entire  work." 
And  by  memorial  No.  19,  approved  March  3, 1876,  reminding 
congress  "that  the  legislature  has  repeatedly  memorialized 
congress  on  this  subject,  and  since  1862,  for  thirteen  years 
has  at  each  session  thereof  invariably  sent  in  its  memorial,> 
and  that  the  legislatures  of  neighboring  states  have  also 
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sent  in  their  memorials  to  congress  made  for  the  purpose  of 
^  considering  this  subject.    "Again,  in  1880,  by  Jt.  Res.  No. 

18,  S.,  concurred  in  March  9, 1880,  but  which  by  mistake  was 
not  published  in  the  volume  of  session  laws  for  that  year,  it 
is  declared  that  the  legislature  reaffirms  its  confidence  in 
1  the  importance  to  the  country  of  the  early  completion  of 

^■'  this  work,  already  undertaken  by  the  general  government." 

''  Again,  in  1882,  by  memorial  No.  3,  it  is  stated  "  that  the  im- 

;  provement  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  its  navigable  tribu- 

^  taries,   is  a   matter   of   great   importance   to   the    people 

^  of  this  state,  and  one  which,  in  certain  of  its  phases,  has 

^:  received  the  consideration  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  at

I ,  The  call  for  the  St.  Louis  convention  which  followed  and 

-  was  largely  induced  by  the  Davenport  convention,  was  gen- 

eral in  terms  to  consider  *'  the  question  of   improving  the 
1.  ^reat  Mississippi  and  its  navigable  tributaries,"  thus  adopt- 

^:  ing     in     substance     the     language     of    the    Davenport 

resolutions.    The    same    language    was   carried   into    the 
;^  resolutions      adopted     at      St.    Louis,    and       the     chief 

j^  matter  of  debate  there  was  that  of  connecting  the  Missis- 

\l  sippi  and  the  lakes  so  as  to  furnish  a  northern  mouth  for 

'^  the  Mississippi.    Like  resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  river 

Ij;  convention  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  February, 

j^  1884.    No  subject  has  received  more  consideration  from  the 

^  public,  or  in  relation  to  which  the  testimony  has  been  so  ^ 

^  nearly  entirely  in  its  favor.    Its  public  importance  was  cog-^ 
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sidered  in  a  letter  addressed  to  Hon.  William  Windom, 
chairman  of  the  United  States  senate  committee  on  trans- 

fiortation,  in  reply  to  a  request  for  information  from  him. 
t  bears  date  March  2,  1874,  and  is  incorporated  into  the 
report  of  the  senate  committee,  made  to  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  forty-third  congress  in  April,  1874,  and  pub- 
lished as  senate  report  3()7,  in  two  volumes,  entitled  trans- 
portation routes  to  the  seaboard,"  and  appears  in  volume  1, 
page  114,  in  the  appendix  of  said  report.  The  cost  of  this 
route  in  comparison  with  other  routes  connecting  the  Mis- 
sissippi with  the  Atlantic  sea-coast,  is  given  in  this  letter  as 
the  same  appears  in  the  reports  made  by  the  bureau  of  en- 
gineers to  congress.  The  estimated  amount  required  to  com- 
})lete  the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  route  is 
ess  than  one-seventh  of  the  estimated  amount  required  to 
complete  the  Illinois  route,  the  Illinois  canal,  Illinois  river 
and  the  Hennepin  canal  included,  less  than  one- 
tenth  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  James  river  and 
Kanawha  route,  and  the  merest  fraction  of 
the  cost  of  the  route  by  New  Orleans.  The  present  census 
shows  that  the  centers"  of  the  wheat  and  corn  districts  lie 
west  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  opposite  the  mouth  of  the 
Wisconsin  river,  making  this  the  most  direct  and  im- 
portant of  these  routes.  If  in  this  showing  anyone 
can  discover  a  diminution  or  loss  of  interest  in  the 
completion  of  the  improvement  of  these  rivers,, 
on  the  part  of  the  public,  since  1870  it  may  be  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  congress,  by  act  approved  July  7, 1870,  author- 
ized the  secretary  of  war  to  adopt  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Wisconsin  river  the  plan  recommended  by  the  chief  of 
the  bureau  of  engineers,  and  in  which  act  it  was  further 
provided  that  no  moneys  should  be  expended  on  the 
improvement  of  the  Wisconsin  or  Fox  rivers 
until  the  canal  company  should  agree  to  convey 
their  property  to  the  United  States.  After  the  passage  of 
the  act,  it  was  understood  that  congress  had  undertaken  the 
work,  and  that  it  was  no  longer  a  matter  in  which  the  state 
was  solely  and  exclusively  in  charge.  The  arbitrators  ap- 
pointed under  the  act  of  1870  in  determining  the  sum  that 
should  be  paid  to  the  canal  company,  say  its  value  is  to  be 
determined,  referring  to  the  improvement  on  the  Fox  river, 
as  a  part  of  a  through  route  fromjLake  Michigan  tio  the 
Mississippi.  The  people  of  the  state  are  justified  in  the 
opinion  that  congress  having  declared  its  intention  to 
undertake  this  work,  and  having  expended  upon  it,, 
and  in  the  purchase  from  the  canal  company  great  sums  of 
money,  it  was  no  longer  necessary  to  call  attention  to  its- 
importance.  Nothing  can  be  said  favorable  to  any  of  the 
proposed  water  routes  which  may  not  be  said  with  equal  or 
greater  truth  of  this  route.  A  northern  mouth  to  the  Mis- 
sissippi is  more  important  than  a  sothern  one.  Not  that  it 
will  transport  greater  amounts  of  freight  than  will  go  by  the^ip 
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southern  route,  but  its  effect,  indirectly,  in  reducing  railroad 
rates  will  be  greater.  The  great  bulk  of  transportation  is 
done  by  the  railroads  on  eastern  and  western  lines,  all  of 
which  come  in  direct  competition  with  the  northern  route, 
and  in  a  lesser  degree,  and  less  direct  way  with  the  southern 
route. 

Mr.  Albert  Fink,  the  well-known  railroad  expert  and  arbi- 
trator, in  his  statements  to  the  United  States  senate  commit- 
tee on  education  and  labor,  made  September  17, 1883,  says: 
"  The  water  route  lines  are  ^  very  important  feature  in  the 
transportation  business  of  the  country.  They  not  only  se- 
cure cheap  transportation  themselves,  but  they  have  the 
great  advantage  of  regulating  the  railroad  tariffs."  .  .  . 
"  The  cost  of-  transfer  upon  the  water  routes  being  cheaper,, 
the  railroads  have  to  carry  freights  as  cheaply  or  nearly  as. 
cheaply."  ...  "If  they  charged  more  than  a  certain 
amount  above  the  water  rates,  the  business  would  go  by 
water." 

"l»Jot  only  is  this  the  case  where  railroads  come  in  direct 
competition  with  the  water  routes,  but  the  effect  of  these 
water  routes  upon  the  railroad  transportation  rates  is  felt 
throughout  almost  the  whole  country,  ..."  No  combi- 
nation of  the  railroads  can  suppress  this  competition."  .  .  . 
"  There  can  be  no  combination  of  transportation  interests  by 
water."  ..."  The  completion  is  only  between  canal 
boats  and  steamboats."  .  .  .  "The  water  ways  are  free: 
nothing  is  paid  for  their  use,  and  it  requires  little 
capital  to  start  competing  steamboat  lines."  . 
"During  the  interruption  of  navigation  the  Erie 
Canal  still  influences  rail  rates;  although  during 
the  winter  mobths  the  railroad  companies  are  able  to 
charge  higher  rates.  If  the  railroads  were  to  attempt  to 
charge  excessively  high  rates  during  the  winter,  business 
men  would  endeavor  to  throw  most  of  the  freight  on  the 
canal  during  the  summer  time,  leaving  the  railroads  noth- 
ing to  do  in  the  winter." 

The  census  report  for  1880  shows  that  in  that  year  the  six 
principal  cereals  of  the  grain  produce  of  the  United  States, 
amounted  to  2,697,962,450  bushels,  or  including  the  cereals  and 
potatoes,  which  by  European  statisticians  are  treated  as  grain 
to  fully  3,000,000,000  busnels,  nearly  twice  the  grain  product, 
of  Russia,  three  times  that  of  Germany,  four  times  that  of 
France,  five  times  that  of  Austria  and  Hungary,  seven  times 
that  of  Great  Britain,  eight  times  that  of  Spain,  and  more 
than  half  as  much  as  that  of  all  Europe.  The  grain  product 
of  the  United  States  for  1880  was  more  than  three  times  the 
grain  product  of  the  United  States  for  1850,  thirty  years 
prior,  "the  enormous  development  of  our  grain 
trade,"  says  the  report,  "has  onlv  been  possible  because 
of  mechanical  improvements  in  the  harvesting,  cleaning, 
handling  and  transporting  of  grain,  which  improvements 
belong  to  this  last  period  (namely  since  1850),  and  now  wheal^ 
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grown  on  the  plateau  of  eastern  Oregon  and  Washington, 
five  hundred  miles  from  the  sea,  is  carried  to  various  ports 
in  Europe,  a  distance  by  the  shortest  sea  route  equal  to  five 
eights  of  the  circumference  of  the  globe  at  the  equator. 
Great  as  the  progress  has  been  in  harvesting  and  cleaning 
^rain,  it  is  still  greater  in  grain  transportation.  Be- 
fore steam  transportation  it  was  rare  that  grain  could  be 
carried  by  land,  more  than  one  hundred  miles,  although  ic 
was  sometimes  done.  "  The  canal  age ''  has  by  common 
consent  of  the  engineering  world*  been  applied  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  revival  of  canal  interest  m  Great  Britain  and 
Europe,  says  The  Engineering,  an  English  paper  devoted 
to  that  interest,  has  been  brought  about  "  by  the  conclusion 
arrived  at  by  the  authorities,  that  in  any  country  it  is 
highly  important  alike  for  agricultural  and  other  industries, 
that  there  should  be  a  network  of  canals  running  somewhat 
parallel  to  that  of  railroads."  This  statement  is  prompted 
by  a  revival  of  the  canal  interest  both  in  Europe  and  in 
America.  Great  Britain  is  contemplating  a  canal  from 
Liverpool  to  Manchester,  and  also  from  Belfast  to  Gal  way, 
at  a  total  «cost  of  $280,000,000.00. 

The  French  have  projected  four  great  water  routes  within 
their  own  territory,  and  have  appropriated  the  sum  of 
#200,000,000  for  works  which  will  cost  at  least  five  times  that 
amount  to  finish. 

The  German  empire  is  expending  $86,000,000.00  on  its 
water  routes. 

Austria  has  in  contemplation  a  canal  from  the  Danube  to 
the  Elbe,  138  miles  long  which  is  to  cost  $29,000,000.00. 

Holland  has  lately  completed  a  ship  canal  from  the  city  of 
Amsterdam  to  the  sea. 

Russia  is  building  a  canal  from  St.  Petersburg  to  Cronstadt. 

Greece  has  nearly  completed  at  Corinth  a  canal  four  miles 
long,  costing  $5,500,000.00. 

France  is  engaged  in  the  greatest  canal  enterprise  ever  at- 
tempted— the  Panama  canal-—  40  miles  in  length,  and  which 
will  cost  $120,000,000.00;  besides,  she  has  in  comtemplation  a 
new  Suez  canal  and  a  channel  leading  from  the  Mediterra- 
nean sea  to  the  Desert  of  Sahara.  In  America,  Canada  pro- 
poses a  canal  from  Trenton  on  Lake  Ontario,  to  Georgian 
Bay,  a  distance  of  200  miles,  besides  a  smaller  enterprise  at 
Carillon  and  the  Murray  canal.  In  addition  to  these  she  has 
nearly  completed  a  water  way  costing  $50,000,000.00  leading 
through  the  St.  Lawrence  to  Lake  Erie,  by  which  she  hopes 
to  divert  our  grain  trade  from  the  cities  of  New  York,  Phil- 
•adelphia  and  Baltimore,  to  Montreal. 

The  United  States  government  has  at  last  become  aroused 
to  the  importance  of  water  routes,  and  with  a  view  to  hold- 
ing its  supremacy  in  the  grain  and  other  markets  of  the 
world,  is  expending  large  sums  of  money  thereon.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  your  memorialists  that  not  one  of  all  the  routes  in 
^question  is,  relatively  to  the  cost  of  improvement,  more  im- 
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portant  than  the  one  by  way  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Fox 
rivers.    Be  it  therefore

"Section  2.  No  town  shall  be  hereafter  orjganized  in  said 
county  of  Wood  unless  the  same  shall  contain  when  organ- 
ized at  least  thirty  permanent  settlers,  who  are  qualified 
voters  of  said  town,  nor  shall  the  boundaries  of  any  town  be 
so  altered  or  changed  as  to  reduce  them  below  the 
above  standard  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town.''  After  nineteen  years  in 
April,  1884,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Wood  county,  at  a 
legal  meeting,  vacated  the  town  of  Dexter  and  attached  the 
territory  to  other  towns.  It  was  stated  and  not  disputed, 
before  the  committee,  that  the  county  board  acted  without 
any  petition  from  the  town  of  Dexter,  that  the  chairman  of 
the  town  of  Dexter  had  no  knowledge  of  the  pro- 
posed meeting  until  two  days  before  it  occurred, 
that  at  the  said  meeting  the  county  board 
of  supervisors  refused  to  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate 
the  subject  of  the  meeting,  out  proceeded  to  vote  upon  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  vacating  the  town  of  Dexter  and 
attaching  the  territory  to  other  towns.  Subsequently  a  writ 
of  certiorari  was  issued  out  of  the  supreme  court  to  the 
board  of  supervisoi-s  of  Wood  county,  upon  the  petition  of 
George  Hiles,to  bring  before  it  for  revie w,the  proceedings  and 
ordinance  of  that  board  in  the  matter  of  vacating  the  town  of 
Dexter,  in  such  county.  It  appeared  in  the  review,  that  the 
board  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  section  670, 
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revised  statutes,  but  that  Tnone  of  the  provisions  of  671,  re- 
vised statutes,  in  respect  to  the  division  of  towns  were  com- 
plied with,  and  the  court  was  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
provisions  of  section  671,  revised  statutes,  did  not  apply  to 
this  case,  that  the  vacating  of  a  town  was  not  a 
division  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute  This 
bill  proposes  to  organize  the  territory  of  the  late 
town  of  Dexter,  into  a  new  town,  to  be  known  as  the  town 
of  Grant,  and  is  supported  by  a  petition  from  ninety-eight 
citizens  of  the  territory  of  the  late  town  of  Dexter,  and  by  a 
petition  of  one  hundred  and  one  of  the  citizens  of  the  town 
of  Seneca  to  which  a  part  of  the  territory  of  the  late  town  of 
Dexter  was  attached.  The  opposition  is  represented  here  by 
the  remonstrance  of  fifteen  or  sixteen  citizens  of  the  late 
town  of  Dexter,  and  by  another  from  the  chairman 
of  the  town  of  Seneca  and  fifteen  others 
purporting  to  be  county  officers  of  Wood 
or  members  of  the  board  from  the  towns  or  cities  of  Wood 
county.  The  names  appear  to  be  all  written  bv  one  person, 
except  the  name  of  Mr.  Cameron,  chairman  of  the  town  of 
Seneca. 

After  considering  the  petitions  and  remonstrances  and 
hearing  the  statements  made  by  parties  living  in  the  terri- 
tory of  the  late  town  of  Dexter  ana  in  the  neighboring  towns 
to  which  it  was  attached,  your  committee  conclude  that  the 
county  board  of  Wood  county  in  vacating  the  town  of  Dex- 
ter, have  imposed  unnecessary  burthens  upon  the  citizens  of 
that  territory  in  regard  to  the  assessment  of  their  property 
for  taxation,  the  holding  of  schools,  the  building  or  repair 
of  roads,  the  payment  of  taxes  and  the  exercise  of  the 
elective  franchise,  while  the  matters  complained  of  by  the 
county  board,  if  true  can  be  righted  through  the  courts.

COMMUNICATIONS  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

By  Senator  Wall: 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Business  Men's  Association, 
held  a  week  or  so  ago,  the  president  was  instructed  by  reso- 
lution, to  appoint  a  committee  of  four  to  draw  up  resolu- 
tions in  reference  to  the  license  law.  The  president  ap- 
pointed as  such  committee  Messrs.  Carleton  Foster,  C.  A. 
Paige,  J.  H.  Weed  and  C.  M.  Bright.    The  committee,  at  a 
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meeting  held  last  evening,  submitted  a  report^  which  was 
read  by  Carleton  Foster,  the  chairman.  A  motion  to  adopt 
the  report  was  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried  witn- 
out  a  dissenting  voice.  Following  is  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee: 

To  THE    OSHKOSH    BUSINESS    Men'S    ASSOCIATION: —  Your 

committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  expressing  the 
sense  of  this  association  on  the  question  of  saloon  licenses, 
beg  leave  to  report  the  following: 

liesolved,  By  the  Oshkosh  Business  Men's  Association, 
that  the  enactment  of  a  general  state  law  materially  in- 
creasing the  license  fee  of  saloons  is  a  matter  of  importance 
which,  in  the  estimation  of  this  association,  is  paramount  to 
any  other  now  before  the  legislature  of  Wisconsin,  and  that 
such  a  law  is  alike  demanded  by  the  moral  and  financial  in- 
terests of  the  state  at  large.  It  would  have  its  most  salu- 
tary effect  in  compelling  a  class  which  bv  its  traffic  creates 
a  large  portion  of  the  public  expense  to  bear  its  just  share 
of  the  burden.  It  would  relieve  productive  busmess  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  weight  of  taxation  now  borne  by  it.  It 
would  result  in  doing  away  with  the  most  harmful  class  of 
saloons,  and  confining  the  liquor  traffic  more  to  the  business 
portions  of  the  cities.  It  would  reduce  the  evils  of  intem- 
perance and  increase  municipal  revenue  in  a  ratio  corre- 
sponding with  the  amount  of  license  charged. 

Business  that  is  productive,  and  that  giving  employment 
to  labor,  has  to  bear  a  burden  of  taxation  that  is  onerous. 
The  expense  of  maintaining  police  forces,  fire  departments, 
and  caring  for  the  poor  are  among  the  heaviest  that  cities 
are  called  upon  to  Dear.  But  for  the  saloons  the  police 
would  hardly  be  needed,  the  fire  departments  would  have 
fewer  calls  to  respond  to,  and  the  list  of  people  who  need 
and  receive  public  aid,  would  everywhere  be  lessened.  What 
demand  could  be  more  just  than  that  the  business  that  im- 
poses these  burdens  upon  society  should  bear  a  large  propor- 
tion of  them  itself  ? 

A  general  law,  with  no  local  option  clause,  fixing  the 
amount  of  license  at  the  figures  that  will  yield  the  greatest 
amount  of  revenue,  resulting  as  it  would  m  decreasing  the 
evils  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  taking  out  of  the  realm  of 
municipal  politics  the  most  pernicious  question  it  can  have 
to  deal  witn,  would  be  as  great  a  blessing  as  the  legislature 
of  Wisconsin  can  confer  upon  all  of  the  people.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  op  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Department, 

Madison,  April  1, 1885. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval,  senate  bill  No. 
293,  entitled  an  act  relating  to  the  commitment  and  deten- 
tion of  insane. 

This  bill  provides  that  in  order  to  equalize  among  the  sev- 
eral counties  the  expense  of  transportation  of  the  insane, 
the  secretary  of  state  shall  give  the  respective  counties 
credit  upon  their  account  with  the  state,  for  all  sums  they 
have  expended  in  the  transportation  of  the  insane. 

Under  the  statutes  of  the  state  such  expenses  have  been 
made  a  county  charge,  and  by  this  law,  and  the  credit  given 
the  counties  thereby,  such  expenses  become  a  state  charge. 

The  constitution,  section  8  of  article  VIII,  requires,  among 
other  things,  that  on  the  passage  of  any  law  by  the  lesrisla- 
ture,  which  creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  releases,  discharges, 
or  commutes  a  claim  or  demand  of  the  state,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall  be  duly  en- 
tered on  the  journal.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATION. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 
Executive  Department, 

Madison,  April  6,  1885. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Senate: 

I  return  herewith  senate  bill  No.  218,  entitled  "an  act  t© 
legalize  the  official  acts  of  John  Leatherman  and  John 
Meredith,  justices  of  the  peace  in  Columbia  county,"  with 
my  objections  thereto. 

This  act  is  designed  to  legalize  all  the  official  acts  of 
said  justices  of  the  peace  ''the  same  as  if  their  official  oaths 
and  bonds  had  been  on  file  as  recjuired  by  law,"  and  without 
an^r  limit  as  to  the  terms  of  the  justices  or  the  time  within 
^hich  they  acted,  or  what  the  acts  are  that  are  sought  to  be 
legalized. 

If  they  were  not  officers  de  facto,  the  legislature  could  not 
in  any  manner  make  them  so^  or  make  their  acts  legal  as 
such;  if  they  were  officers  de facto  their  acts  are  legal  and 
cannot  be  questioned  collaterally,  and  I  can  find  no  way  in 
which  thev  can  be  avoided  for  the  defect  stated  in  the  bill. 
In  re  Boyle,  9  Wis.,  264,  State  vs.  Bloom,  17  Wis.,  521,  and 
Laver  vs.  McOlachlin,  28  Wis.,  364. 

Their  failure  to  properly  qualify  could  only  be  examined 
into  in  a  direct  proceeding  to  oust  them  from  their  office, 
and  this  act  could  not  benefit  them  in  such  a  proceeding 
unless  the  action  is  now  pending;  and  it  is  very  doubtful 
if  it  could  accomplish  any  purpose  in  that  ovent;  but  if 
such  was  the  case  it  would  be  a  very  strong  reason  for  not 
permitting  the  bill  to  pass. 

If  it  is  desired  to  reach  the  ministerial  acts  of  the  justices, 
and  create  them  evidence,  or  entitle  them  to  the  right  of 
reg[istry  in  foreign  jurisdictions,  the  bill  is  subject  to  more 
serious  objections;  for  the  legislature  cannot  give  any  effect 
to  its  laws  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state,  and  the  act  would 
also  interfere  with  vested  rights,  if  there  was  anything  for 
it  to  effect. 

This  act  can  not  be  sustained  as  a  special'  act  to  relieve 
these  particular  justices  from  the  fine  imposed  by  the  gen- 
eral law  for  officiating  without  being  properly  qualified,  be- 
cause it  would  be  beyond  the  power  of  the  legislature  and  an 
infringement  upon  the  pardoning  power  as  delegated  by  the 
( onstitution.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate: 

I  herewith  return  to  you  senate  bill  No.  167,  S.,  entitled 
''an  act  to  provide  for  the  preservation  of  fish  in  the  state 
of  Wisconsin,"  without  my  approval  and  with  my  objec- 
tions thereto. 

Section  6  thereof  provides  that  every  offender  against  its 
provisions  may  be  arrested  upon  warrant  issued  without  the 
oath  or  affirmation  of  any  person  whomsoever,  and  simply 
based  on  verbal  complaint  made  to  the  district  attorney, 
and  his  information  without  oath  filed  with  the  justice. 
This  section  impinges  that  part  of  section  11,  of  article  1  of 
the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  which  reads, 
"  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause  sup- 
ported upon  oath  or  affirmation  and  particularly  describing 
the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  person  or  things  to  be 
seized."    It  is  therefore  unconstitutional  and  void. 

Section  seven  of  the  bill  prescribes  that  boats,  nets  and  ac- 
coutrements, or  other  devices  set  or  used  contrary  to  the  pro- 
vision of  this  act  may  be  seized,  forfeited  to  the  state  and 
destrojred,  without  giving  to  the  owner  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  defense  of  his  property  rights  therein,  or  a  day  in 
court,  or  even  any  notice  whatever  of  either  the  seizure, 
forfeiture  or  destruction  thereof.  This  section  contravenes 
the  provisions  of  article  V.  of  the  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  which  provides  among  other 
things  that  no  man  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  prop- 
erty without  due  process  of  law.  See  Hay  Sing  Seek  v.  An- 
derson, 57,  Cal„  251,  where  a  similar  law  is  held  by  the 
supreme  court  of  California  to  be  void. 

Section  eight  prescribes  that  all  fines  collected  under  the 
act  be  divided  equally  between  the  sheriff  or  constable  ar- 
resting the  delinquent;,  the  district  attorney  prosecuting  him 
and  the  justice  convicting  him,  and  violates  that  part  of  sec- 
tion 2,  article  X,  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  which  pro- 
vides that  the  clear  proceeds  of  all  fines  shall  go  to  the  state 
and  constitute  a  part  of  the  school  fund."  It  is  competent 
for  the  legislature  to  direct  that  a  portion  of  any  fine  may 
go  to  an  informer  or  be  used  for  the  payment  of  expenses  in 
collecting  it;  but  it  cannot  dispose  of  the  part  which  remains 
except  to  the  school  fund.  Besides  this  it  violates  the  maxim, 
whicn  is  as  old  as  the  law  itself,  ''that  no  man  can  be  a 
judge  in  his  own  cause."  One-third  of  the  jud^ent  is  to 
go  to  the  justice  who  rendered  it,  thus  making  him  in  effect 
a  party  in  interest  to  the  suit,  the  more  appropriate  title  to 
which  would  be  the  sheriff  or  constable,  district  attorney 
and  justice  against  the  defendant,  instead  of  the  "  state  of 
Wisconsin  "  against  the  defendant.  ^.^.^.^^^  ^^  Google 
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It  is  certain  that  under  such  an  arrangement  no  guilty 
man  would  escape,"but  it  is  not  apparent  just  how"  all  of  the 
innocent  will  be  allowed  to  go  free,  it  is  barely  possible 
that  in  some  cases  the  fine  may  be  confounded  with  and 
allowed  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  guilt  of  the  defendant. 
This  section  likewise  is  unconstitutional  and  void. 

This  bill  also  provides  for  the  arrest  and  imprisonment  of 
express,  railroad  and  transportation  companies  offending^ 
against  it.  It  does  not  prescribe  how  they  shall  be  arrested 
or  imprisoned.  I  know  of  no  way  of  carrying  this  part  of 
it  into  effect.  The  important  facts  of  the  bill,  not  either  in- 
operative or  void  or  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  either 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  state,  are  now 
upon  our  statute  books  and  in  force  as  laws  of  the  state.

Dear  Sir — In  reviewing  the  final  completion  of  the  north 
and  south  wings  of  your  state  house,  I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  same  rule  should  govern  in  allowing  the 
contractors  for  all  increased  work  and  material  (where  the 
increase  was  not  necessary  to  strengthen  inferior  material 
and  workmanship  both  in  masonry  and  iron  work),  as  set 
forth  in  my  letter  to  you  on  this  subject  of  February  12, 
1884.  I  have  examined  Messrs.  Bentley  &  Nowlan's  bills  of 
extra  work,  caused  in  the  process  of  strengthening  the 
north  wing  and  rebuilding  the  south  wing,  and  nave  allowed 
such  amounts  as  seemed  to  me  to  be  an  increase  of  work 
and  material,  not  contemplated  in  original  plans  and  found 
necessary  to  properly  strengthen  the  two  wings  of  your 
state  house. 

I  have  also  deducted  such  portions  of  said  bills  as  seemed 
to  be  necessary  to  make  good  the  contract  work,  or  where 
the  prices  were  top  high  on  extra  work.  All  these  varia- 
tions I  have  carefully  deducted  from  the  totals  of  bills 
marked  exhibit  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  and  G,  and  have  written 
my  approval  across  the  face  of  the  several  bills,  and  most 
respectfully  submit  them  for  your  consideration.

The  books  purchased  during  the'  past  two  years  have 
been  principally  the  latest  text  books,  and  the  new  editions 
of  the  earlier  ones,  with  the  continuations  of  all  the  sets  of 
reports  which  are  not  received  by  exchange.  I  deem  wor- 
thy of  mention  the  fact  that  sixty-two  volumes  of  law 
journals,  constituting  complete  sets,  some  of  them  quite  old 
and  very  hard  to  obtain,  have  been  placed  in  the  library  since 
the  last  report  to  your  honorable  body.  Another  addition 
worthy  of  note  consists  of  sixty-three  volumes  of  session 
laws  and  statutes  nearly  all  of  them  being  quite  scarce. 
Thirty-nine  of  these  were  obtained  in  exchange  for  dupli 
cate  volumes  of  the  laws  and  statutes  of  other  states,  which 
had  accumulated  and  been  preserved  in  this  library. 

On  the  11th  of  August,  1884,  the  work  of  removing  the 
library  into  the  quarters  provided  for  it  in  the  new  north 
wing  was  begun.  In  ten  days  the  transfer  was  made,  and 
the  books  were  ready  for  use  by  the  public.  The  new 
rooms  set  apart  for  the  library  are  quite  well  adapted  to  the 
purpose,  and  will  supply  the  demand  for  additional  TOon\ 
for  many  years  to  come.
